I. At the opening of each Annual Convention, after Morning Prayer, 
Sermon and the administration of the Holy Communion, the President shall 
take the Chair ; after which the order of procedure shall be as follows: 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop; or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall 
then appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the 
Credentials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of 
the roll made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitulional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) 
being present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for 
business, which shall proceed in the following order: 

4. Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President: 


(1.) On the incorporation and admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the Session of the Convention, in order. 

(2.) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(3.) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4.) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5.) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 


7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Secre- 
tary. by 

9. Miscellaneous business. 
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II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, 
shall be: 


1. Reading and approving of the Miuutes. 
. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 
. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 
. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same.

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II. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after 
Morning Prayer, shall be: 
1. Reading and Approval of the Minutes.

. Reports not presented the preceding day, in basis 
. Miscellaneous business. 
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IV. Ifthe prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business on the succeeding day shall be the 
matters which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order 
for that day prescribed; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous business. 


V. If the President ex-officio is not present at the opening of the Conven- 
tion, the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Pres- 
byter present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such 
case, immediately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall 
be elected, by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of tbe Convention, the Minutes of the last day's 
proceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestar,t Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese, but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Conven- 
tion, if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIIL. The hours of each day’s session shall be from Té.A.M. to 3 P.M., 
and when ordered by the Convention, from 7% to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows: 

The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes en- 
titled to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each 
office to be filled, to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to 
take charge of the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and as soon as prac- 
ticable, to canvass the same and report the results thereof to the Conven- 
tion. If on any such report, it should appear that no valid election has been 
made in respect to all or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again 
be opened, for the purpose of filling those which may remain vacant; and 
if, on such second attempt, the purpose shall not be accomplished, the bal- 
loting may be resumed at the discretion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless 
secorded, and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XT. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as 
hereinafter proved, shall be received, but to lay it on the table-—to post- 
pone it indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit it—or to 
amend it: which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But 
a motion to strike out the word ‘‘Resolved” shall have precedence of a 
motion to amend, and, if carried, sball be equivalent to a rejection of the 
resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion 
to amend the same may be made: no after amendment to such second 
amendment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment 
is under consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. 
No proposition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be 
rec2ived under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be 1n order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
minutes. 


XVI. Ifa question under debate contains several distinct propositions, 
the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken 
separately. 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question 
without leave of the Convention. nor more than once in any case until every 
member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, 
unless excused by the Convention on account of his being personally inter- 
ested in the result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of 
a delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delega- 
tion, to have the fact of his dissent recorded on the minutes. 


XXI. A question being decided shall not be reconsidered during the 
same session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor 
without the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on 
the first decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered 
on the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring 
any action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be ac- 
companied by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s 
previous notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer.

New Yorr, WEDNESDAY, 
September 30th, 1885. 


Tuts being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention of the same, a number of the Clergy 
and Laity assembled for Divine Service, at nine o’clock in the 
morning, at Trinity Church in the City of New York, the place 
appointed by the Assistant Bishop for the opening services. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. George William 
Douglas, §8.T.D., an Assistant Minister of Trinity Church, 
New York, assisted by the Rev. Joseph W. Hill, an Officiating 
Minister of Trinity Parish, New York, who sang the Litany, 
and the Rev. Henry Bedinger, Rector of St. Luke’s Church, 
Matteawan, who read the First Lesson. 


After a brief intermission, the Order forthe Administration 
of the Holy Communion was begun by the Right Reverend 
the Assistant Bisbop of the Diocese, the Right Reverend A. N. 
Littlejohn, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Long Island, reading the 
Epistle, and the Right Reverend Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D.D., 
LL.D., Bishop of Western New York, reading the Gospel. 


An Historical Sermon was preached by the Rev. Wm. J. 
Seabury, D.D., Rector of the Church of the Annunciation, New 
York, and Professor of Ecclesiastical Polity and Law in the 
General Theological Seminary. 
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The Assistant Bishop then proceeded with the Celebration 
of the Holy Communion, assisted by the Right Reverend the 
Bishops of Western New York, Long Island, Albany, Tennesee 
and New Jersey, and the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., D.C.L. 


The Convention was called to order by the Right Reverend 
the Assistant Bishop of the Diocese, under whose direction the 
Secretary proceeded to call the names of the Clergy of the 
Diocese entitled to seats, when one hundred and forty-seven 
answered to their names and took their seats as members.* 


The Secretary called the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
election had been certified to him as prescribed by the Canon, - 
when Deputies from one hundred and one parishes appeared 
and took their seats. 


A constitutional quorum being present, the Right Reverend

OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO REVISE THE 
CANONS OF THE DIOCESE. 


The Committee appointed at the last Convention, under the following 
resolution, viz. : 


‘« Resolved, That a special Committee be appointed to revise the Canons of the Diocese, 
and report at the next Convention,” 


beg leave to report, that, understanding the purpose of their appointment 
to have been the elucidation of the canons in some points, with a correc- 
tion of apparent discrepancies and removal of anachronisms, they have 
had, in their revision of the canons, simply this end in view. And, as the 
result of their consideration, submit the following resolution for the action 
of the Convention: 


Resolved, That the Canons of the Diocese be, and are hereby, amended by the follow- 
ing alterations, viz. : 

In Canon I., Sec. 1, second line, after ‘‘ Bishop” insert, ‘‘Or in case there be no 
Bishop, or of his inability or disability to act, then, the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese.” 

At the end of the same first Section of Canon I., add, ‘‘In said list, or one appended 
thereto, shall be declared the names of those Clergy entitled to seats in the Convention 
under Art. III. of the Constitution. This list or record shall be taken as presumptive 
evidence of the right of those only whose names shall appear thereon ; liable, however, 
to be rebutted by other evidence satisfactory to the Convention.” 

Strike out Sec. 2. 

In Canon II., strike out the whole of Sec. 1. and insert in its place: ‘“‘The right of 
any Clergyman of this Diocese to a seat in the Convention shall, if disputed or claimed, 
be determined according to the provision of the third Article of the Constitution, by 
the Convention itself; whether his name be inserted in the list aforesaid, or omitted.” 

Sec. 2, second line; strike out ‘‘the book mentioned in the preceding Section,” and 
insert ‘‘a book to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the second Section 
of Canon XXX., of the General Convention of 1832, being now Canon XIV., Sec. 1 [2], 
Title 1.” 

In the same section, p. 11, strike out all after the words ‘‘qualified Minister of this 
Church.”’ 

Sec. 3, second line ; strike out ‘‘After the passage of this Canon.” 

Page 12, lines fourth and fifth ; strike out ‘‘shall cause such certificate to be recorded 
by the Secretary,’’ and substitute, ‘‘shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to 
be recorded in the book mentioned in the preceding section.” 

Line ninth; strike out ‘“ After the adoption of this Canon.” 

Line tenth; after “Certificate,” insert ‘‘Or of the Secretary’s written acknowledg- 
ment of his receipt of the same.” 

Line eleventh ; substitute ‘‘andthe” for ‘ which.” 

Sec. 6 (11); strike out the first word “Those,” and substitute ‘‘Lay Delegates.” 

Strike out Sec. 11, and number the following Sections accordingly. 

Canon IV., in the title; after the words ‘‘admission of a Church,” insert ‘‘as a Par- 
ish ;’’ and in Sec. 1, second line, after ‘‘ admission,” insert ‘‘as a Parish.” 

Sec. 2 (1), second line ; substitute ‘‘ Parish” for “Church.” 

Sec. 3, first line; strike out ‘‘hereafter,” and in lines first, eighth, eleventh and 
thirteenth, strike out the word ‘‘Church” and substitute ‘‘ Parish.” 
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Canon XVI., Sec. 2, p. 32, fourth line ; insert asterisk after ‘‘1841,” and print in foot- 
note that part of the Report referred to, which indicates the principles and limitations, 
as follows: 

“‘(a). Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the proceeds to be 
applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop, and three lay trustees to 
be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. If the whole or any part of the 
annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in any year, it might be considered thence- 
forth as part of the capital. 

«“% * * (db). Another * * * source of income will be found, itis presumed. in annual 
contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on some day pre- 
viously notified. 

With regard to limitations under which relief should be applied, your Committee are 
aware that much must be left to the discretion of the trustees. * * * In regard to these 
limitations, the Committee would suggest: 

“1. That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actually strait- 
ened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred labors during a large 
part of their ministerial lives. 

«9. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes the 
duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or infirm to 
continue his ministry ; and should, therefore, be confined, in the case of parish Clergy- 
men, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the Bishop, its inability or 
indisposition to make such provision to an adequate extent. 

‘3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in affluent cir- 
cumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are unwilling to 
discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

“4, In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given, ceteris 
paribus, to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in ministerial 
duty.”

The Report of the Special Committee on Diocesan Missions 
was read by the Rev. H. Y. Satterlee, D. D. 
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Report 
OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


The special committee to whom was referred the portion of the Assistant 
Bishop’s address relating to our Diocesan Missionary Work, respectfully re- 
port as follows: 


After portraying the present condition of our weaker country parishes, 
the Bishop said: ‘‘ Usually we send into these a young and inexperienced 
‘deacon, or a clergyman fitted for larger tasks, with the same result. The 
‘¢deacon, left without adequate support, blunders, freezes in his isolation, 
‘Cand escapes aS soon as he can; or, if an older and riper man is sent, he 
‘‘rusts from the disuse of powers for which there is no sufficient employ- 
‘‘ment, and suffers from inadequate compensation. And, all the while, the 
‘‘Church is training, at her own charge, men, whose services ought, for 
‘‘a time, at any rate, to be at her absolute disposal. If we could group 
‘together three or four deacons, at two or three centres in each convoca- 
‘‘tion, who should live under the roof of the Archdeacon, Rural Dean, or 
‘‘whatever else such a person might be called,—the official head being a 
‘(man of ripe years and paternai spirit, of good learning, and of adequate 
‘cexperience (of whom the Church in this Diocese, [ thank God, is not 
‘¢poor)—then. we should have a system which would include: 


‘‘(a.) Training to those who are part of it. 
‘*(b.) Activity and enthusiasm in the work rendered. _ 
‘“(e,) Judicious distribution of labor, proportioned to need and oppor- 
“tunity. 
‘““(d.) Oversight, constant and personal, of a competent eye and mind; 
‘Oana: 
‘‘(e,) Facility in maintenance, proportioned to the needs of the work. 
‘CAs it is, there is not one of us, I think, who will care to deny that ex- 
‘¢penditure is ill-proportioned, work ill-distributed, and effort insufficiently 
‘‘ ruided and supervised.” 


In accordance with these suggestions, your committee begin by laying 
before you certain statistics of those counties represented by the three con- 
vocations of the Diocese. 

The total population of this district is 437,585, while the whole number of 
our own communicants is only 9,493, or 3, per cent. of the population. 

The next point to ascertain is thenumber of villages in each convocation. 
This it is not easy to estimate, varying, as such settlements do, in size 
from fifty to one thousand souls. 

It isa fair presumption, however, that those places which the Govern- 
ment of the United States has deemed of sufficient importance to have post 
offices, are also of sufficient importance to be made mission stations, in 
which a congregation of thirty or more can be gathered. 

Comparing, then, the number of these post-office hamlets with that of our 
own churches, we discover, that, while the villages swell to the large num- 
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ber of 486, in this district we have only 97 churches. Or, in other words, 
in the Duchess County Convocation there are 92 unoccupied places; in the 
Southern, 74; and, in the Western, 223; making a total of 389 unoccupied 
villages or hamlets. 

Comparing, again, our own efforts with those of the only two Christian 
bodies who largely outnumber us: in this same district the Methodists hold 
services in 222 places, and the Romanists in 142. * 
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Of the 142 places in which the Roman Catholics hold service, 83 are supplied by 

Pastors attached to larger centres. 

The 222 places at which the Methodists hold service are divided into 139 ‘‘ charges,”’ 
showing that 83 are supplied in a similar manner.

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Looking closer, however, we discover that in the 142 places occupied by 
the Roman Catholics there are only 59 Parish Churches, and by the clergy 
attached to these 83 Mission Stations are supplied, while among the Metho- 
dists, judging from their own statistics, of the 222 places in which they hold 
services, 83, at least, are similarly supplied. 

Admirable, however, as this system is, it can scarcely be called real mis- 
sionary effort, for its aim is parochial, rather than evangelistic—to hold the 
ground already possessed, rather than to evangelize the masses. And here, 
in its want of aggressiveness, lies its weakness and insufficiency; for it 
is a lamentable fact that, notwithstanding all ihis Christian effort, there 
are, within a radius of an hundred miles from New York City, whole ham- 
lets, and many hundreds, perhaps thousands, of souls that come under no 
religious influence whatever. It is, indeed, no exaggeration to affirm that 
the region of which we are speaking is as much missionary ground as many 
' of the Western States—a region in which one can ride from house to house, 
for days at a time, and find people living, practically, a heathen life, and 
bringing up their families in the heathen ways—yet, a region where the in- 
habitants are completely overlooked, and left as sheep without a shep- 
herd, simply because of their proximity to New York, and the number of 
half-filled churches that are clustered together in a few overcrowded vil- 
lages, it is taken for granted that they must be cared for. 

It is plain, therefore, that we must devise a better and a different method 
than either Romanists or Methodists have as yet adopted, if we would solve 
the problem of Christianizing these outlying multitudes. 

As can be easily seen, the needs of such a thinly-settled field do not call 
for more self-centred parochial organizations, but for a band of unattached 
evangelists, whose whole duty it shall be to traverse systematically each 
county, or certain sections of each county, using everywhere that greatest 
of all moral forces, personal influence—visiting scattered households, hold- 
ing cottage lectures, forming Sunday-schools, and founding small mission 
stations wherever a congregation may be gathered. And this, it will be ob- 
served, is a work for which the younger clergy, with their robust physical 
health, aggressive energy, and quick enthusiasm, are especially fitted. 

Yet, on the other hand, the peculiar discouragements of such a work— 
the sense of isolation, the depression produced by uncongenial surround- 
ings, the judgment, tact and common sense requisite in dealing with those 
who live habitually apart from all Christian influences, might well siagger 
an older man, and how much more the young deacon commencing his life 
work. 

These difficulties can be met, however, and the Diaconate utilized to do 
a very valuable work for the Church in this Diocese, if the two features in 
the plan suggested by the Assistant Bishop were adopted. 

First. Let the newly ordained deacons go forth not singly, but two and 
two. As companions in doing the Lord’s work, they would then mutually 
encourage and assist each other by sympathizing, advising and praying 
with one another, as they labored together. They could alternate in preach- 
ing. In the services, while the one was officiating, the other could lead the 
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congregation in the music and responses. And in visiting, in drawing 
children to the Sunday-school, and their parents to Church, their influence 
would thus be more than doubled. 

Secondly. To prevent the mistakes into which such deacons would inevit- 
ably, through their inexperience, fall; and, at the same time, to afford them 
a resting place where they could be kept under the shadow and authority 
of the Church, they should be put under the charge of one or more presby- 
ters in the county, who, in the words of the Assistant Bishop, are ‘‘men of 
*‘ripe years and paternal spirit, of good learning and of adequate experi- 
“ence.” 

Returning from each of their missionary tours to such a head, they would 
not only beneath his roof be brought in contact with the comforts and 
refinements of a Christian home, but, also, be guided by his direction and 
larger knowledge of the Church’s needs. 

Doubtless, to many, this plan of itinerant missions may seem new and 
strange, yet itis but a revival of the manner in which the first missions 
of the Gospel days were conducted, and a return to the way iu which our 
blessed Lord Himself began His ministry. He did not remain in Jerusa- 
iem or Nazareth, or wait for followers to come to Him, as the other great 
teachers of the world have done, but journeyed on foot through the towns 
and villages of Gallilee and Palestine, preaching the Gospel of the King- 
dom. 

When His disciples strove to detain Him, His answer was: ‘‘ Let us go 
‘‘into the next towns that I may preach there also; for therefore came 
‘TT forth.” “Tam among you,” said He, Who, in His example, stands be- 
fore His Church, as THE Ministering One—The Deacon—‘‘I am among you 
‘‘as He that serveth,” (ws 6 dzaxov@r). 

Nor did He rest until He had made five complete missionary tours in a 
region which did not differ much in size from the district covered by our 
three convocations, visiting and preaching to the people of the two hun- 
dred villages and hamlets, which, Josephus tells us, were, at that time, 
scattered over Gallilee. 

Then, when He had sufficiently trained His disciples by His personal ex- 
ample for their work, He sent forth, first, the seventy, and after that the 
twelve, not singly, but to and two, to journey and to preach, as He had 
done; bidding them, when they had completed their circuits, to return to 
Him. 

Again, as this is no new scheme in the history of the Church, but the 
original method instituted by our Lord Himself, and afterwards observed, 
as we read in the Book of Acts, by S. Peter and 8. John, S. Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and others of the Apostles; so it is no new plan for carrying on the 
missionary work of the Diocese. It has been thoroughly discussed in the 
three convocations of the Diocese, for the past fifteen or twenty years; and 
of late has been made the subject of favorable reports, unanimously adopt- 
ed, first, by the Southern, and then by the Western Convocations. * 


* « We need,” says the printed report adopted by the Southern Convocation, “to 
adopt the system of associate mission work, a system as old as the time when the Lord 
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And now comes the question, how is such a system of conducting mis- 
sions to be authoritatively regulated and financially supported ? 

Heretofore, the missionary work of the Diocese has been sustained and 
directed, first, by a Missionary Committee, acting with and under the 
Bishop, and, second, by certain voluntary organizations—unrecognized by 
the Convention—called Convocations, which supplement the efforts of the 
Missionary Committee in raising funds to support the work. 

This method of controlling the work, through a divided responsibility, 
was a necessary expedient of the past, to raise funds and quicken interest, 
but its evils are familiar to all who have any acquaintance with our Dioce- 
san Missions. Inthe words of the Assistant Bishop, ‘‘ there is not one of us 


sent the seventy out, two and two. Let there be three, four, or even five mission parishes 
within a convenient radius of five or ten miles grouped together. Let the strongest 
one in numbers and resources be selected as the central home where the head of the 
mission, the rector, a man of experience and ability, shall reside. * * * Let two 
young deacons live with him, who shall go out on Sundays and week-days, giving to 
the other mission stations the services and time that they need. The young men will 
have the benefit of the advice of their head, together with the inspiration of a Christian 
home and of common aims, without the usual isolation of missionary work. * * #* 
How can we secure the services of young men in such a missionary diaconate? We 
must begin inthe Seminary. Certainly, all whoare supported by the Church, or Church 
societies, could justly have such support conditioned upon their giving this missionary 
service for three years to their Bishop. Can we not go further, and say that the Church 
would be justified in making the promise of such service the condition of admission 
to all candidates for orders ?”’ 


The following is an extract from a report made to, and adopted by, the Western 
Convocation, comprising the counties of Orange, Sullivan and Ulster, a district embra- 
cing more than half of the whole area of the Diocese: 


« We are unable tosee any way out of the difficulty (besetting our Missionary work) 
except in a system of itineracy under competent and responsible direction. It is very 
important that the Bishop should have at his disposal a number of unmarried clergy- 
men, willing for a time—say for two years or more—to serve the Church whenever and in 
whatever capacity he may choose, receiving their living from the Missionary Committee, 
and gathering for that fund the gifts of the people to whom they minister, and that this 
number of clergymen should be regularly reinforced. The provision of two or three 
deacons for each convocation, placed by the Bishop under the supervision of rectors 
residing near their respective fields of work, where they would have not only the coun- 
sel and direction (of these rectors), but their countenance and occasional presence in 
the more important places of their labor, would accomplish very much for the Church’s 
neglected children. * * * IJItis our opinion that the Bishop should (thus) have at 
his disposal the light arm requisite for such a service—a band of clergymen, deacons, 
or priests—who are placed, or have placed themselves, for a definite time, at his option, 
for doing such a work.”’ 


There is no similar report from the Dutchess County Convocation, but, in answer 
to the request of the Committee for such a report, if it was to be had, the Secretary 
wrote as follows: ‘‘ While no official action has been taken by the Missionary Conyoca- . 
tion of Dutchess County, I feel safe in saying that it is the unanimous opinion of its 
members that the proposed system of itineracy is the only solution of the diocesan mis- 
sionary problem. Itis the only method by which the work can be done most econom- 
ically and most effectively.”—Letter of Rev. H. L. Ziegenfuss, dated Sept. 19, 1885. 


It might also be added, that the plan was openly discussed and approved in this Con- 
vocation more than fifteen years ago.

‘* who will care to deny that (under it) expenditure is ill-proportioned, work 
‘*ill-distributed, and effort insufficiently guided and supervised.’’ 

The day has, therefore, come when, in the judgment of your Committee, 
this time-honored but still tentative method should give place to some more 
definite and systematic arrangement; and they would respectfully suggest 
the following reorganization of the missionary work of the Diocese: 


I. Let the Convention itself become the Missionary Society of the Diocese, 
sitting, when the occasion requires, as the Diocesan Board of Mis- 
sions, according to the same plan which the General Convention 
adopted a few years ago, in supervising the general missionary work 
of the Church, and which has since proved so efficient and successful. 


Il. Let four Archdeaconries be formed, following the lines of the present 
Convocations, to be named respectively: 


(1.) The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising in its limits New 
York City and Staten Island. 


(2.) The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the counties of 
Westchester, Putnam and Rockland. 


(3.) The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising in its limits the 
counties of Orange, Ulster and Sullivan. 


(4.) The Archdeaconry of Dutchess, comprising Dutchess County. 


The members of each Archdeaconry should be the clergy canoni- 
cally resident within its limits, with the lay delegates of the several 
parishes to the Diocesan Convention. It should be the function of 
each Archdeaconry, under the advice of the Bishop, to conduct the 
Missionary work within its own limits; and to this body the various 
Rectors who have itinerant Deacons or associated Missions under 
their charge, should regularly report. 


The Archdeaconry should elect from its own members two persons 
to act as secretary and treasurer, and its head and executive officer 
should be an Archdeacon appointed by the Bishop, after nomination, 
with a term of office of three or four years, whose duty it should be 
to take general oversight of the work, and to confer with the Bishop 
respecting its plans and details. 


Ill. In place of our present Missionary Committee, let there be a Diocesan 
Board of Managers, under the presidency of the Bishop, comprising 
the four Archdeacons, the four secretaries and treasurers, and, also, 
one layman from each Archdeaconry, elected at the annual meeting 
of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 

It should be the duty of this Board of Managers to meet, from time 
to time, just as our Missionary Committee meets now; to receive the 
reports from the different Archdeaconries; and to decide, with the 
approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole sum voted by 
the Diocese should be raised by, and what proportion should be ex- 
pended by, each Archdeaconry. 
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If it should here be asked what is to become of our Convocations, if 
this system is adopted: the answer is that while they would continue 
to preserve their present limits and much of their present character, 
they would, by being thus changed from mere Voluntary Associations 
into Archdeaconries, recognized by and doing the work of the Con- 
vention of the Diocese, become elevated into bodies with a better 
organization and far greater powers of usefulness than they now 
possess. 

The advantages accruing from such a plan, if well matured and 
wisely carried out, would be manifold. 

Among them we would suggest in addition to those named by the 
Assistant Bishop in his address: 


(a.) That responsibility would no longer be divided as it is now, 
but placed just where it ought to rest. 

(0.) That the needs and details of our Missionary fields could be- 
come more widely known, and thus a more general interest 
would be awakened.

That funds would be systematically collected and properly 
disbursed ; and from the increase of confidence that would 
hereby ensue, we could look for a corresponding increase of 
revenue. 


(d.

That the Missionary Deacons, thus exercising at last their 
proper functions as a real Third Order in the Ministry, could 
not fail to create a demand for more laborers to assist them in 
their several Missionary stations; and that, beyond doubt, a 
strong and healthy stimulus would in this way be imparted to 
active lay co-operation of various kinds. 


And if in addition to this the Bishop could have, as the Western Conven- 
tion has suggested, a body of Deacons around him at his command, to act 
both as a light-armed corps in seizing points of advantage in city or country, 
and also as areserve force whereby the bands sent out into the different 
Archdeaconries could be constantly replenished by fresh men, as the older 
ones, after their active pioneer work was over—departed; then we should 
have the whole equipment of our Missionary service thoroughly organized to 
do under God a great work in this Diocese for Christ and His Church. 

Your Committee would conclude their report by recommending the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That this report be referred to a Committee of five Clergymen and five Lay- 
men, with the Assistant Bishop as Chairman, who shall prepare a canon regarding the 


missionary work of the Diocese, embodying the principles herein set forth, and submit 
the said canon to the Convention.

Whereas, The printed official journal of the last General Convention 
shows that no resolve was adopted by it, making known to the Convention 
of every Diocese the proposed alterations or additions in the Book of 
Common Prayer (referred to in the communication of the Secretary of the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention just read), as required by 
Article 8 of the Constitution, therefore 


Resolved, That the Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention 
be instructed to vote against the adoption of each and all of such amend- 
ments. 
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The following resolution was offered : 


Resolved, That the communication from the Secretary of the House of 
Deputies of the General Convention and the foregoing resolution be re- 
ferred to a Special Committee of three, to be appointed by the Chair, to. 
examine and report thereon. 


Mr. Nash raised the point of order that it is not competent 
for this Convention to pass upon the regularity of the action of 
the General Convention in respect to the matters embraced in 
the resolution. 


The President decided that the point of order was well 
taken. 


The Rev. Dr. Richey offered the following preamble and 
resolutions : 


Whereas, The character of the proposed revision of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer makes it evident that the time has not yet come for any gen- 
eral or comprehensive revision of the Offices of the American Church, while 
it is nevertheless to be acknowledged that some alterations are desirable 
and expedient; therefore, 

Resolved, 1st. That it is not expedient for the present to proceed with 
the revision of the Book of Common Prayer further than the correction of 
long-standing and generally acknowledged errors and defects, and the 
concession of greater freedom in the use of the hortatory portions of the 
Daily Offices and the Office for the Holy Communion. 

2d. Resolved, Therefore, in the second place, that the following altera- 
tions, without disturbing our long-established order, will be found sufficient 
to satisfy all present needs, and go far to rectify the most glaring liturgical 
blemishes in the Prayer Book, viz. : 

(a.) Permission to omit the opening portions of Morning and Evening 
Prayer in all week-day services, and to begin with the Lord’s Prayer, at 
the discretion of the officiating minister. ‘ 

(0.) The insertion in the Office for Evening Prayer of the Magnificat and 
Nune Dimittis which may be used at discretion as substitutes for one or 
other of the Canticles now found there. 

(c.) Permission to omit the prayers after the Collect for Grace in the 
Morning Office when it is followed by any other Office. 

(d.) The use of the Apostles’ Creed, unbracketed, in the Offices of 
Morning and Evening Prayer, and the recitation of the Nicene Creed, in its 
proper place, after the Gospel in the Office for the Holy Communion. 

3d. Resolved, Further, that it is the sense of the Convention that for 


the full consideration of all matters connected with Liturgical Revision, it 
is expedient that a standing Commission, consisting of men learned in 
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liturgical science, be appointed by authority of the General Convention, 
whose duty it shall be to report to the same, from time to time, as they 
may deem expedient. 


Mr. George M. Miller moved that the whole subject be laid 
upon the table, which was not adopted. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Richey, the preamble and reso- 
lutions were referred to a Committee of Five, to report to the 
next Convention ; the Report to be printed and sent to the 
members at least thirty days before the meeting of the Con- 
vention.

No new Parish shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, 
or new congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel or congregation be changed, without the written consent of the 
Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing Committee. 
But such action of the Standing Committee shall not be taken until pre- 
vious notice has been given to the Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches 
or congregations, whose places of public worship shall be nearest to the 
site proposed for the new place of worship and until at least one month 
has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections 
they may have. 


Mr. A. J. Todd gave one day’s notice, as prescribed by the 
Canon, of the following proposed amendment to Section 2 of 
Canon VII., namely : 


Insert the following language after the word ‘‘Statement” in line six of 
Section 2: ‘‘up to the first day of September preceding the first day of the 
meeting of the said Convention.” 


The Rev. Dr. Swope presented and read the Report of the 
Missionary Committee and the Treasurer’s Report. 


Report 
OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE. 


During the year just closed the Missionary Committee of the Diocese has 
. endeavored faithfully to discharge the work entrusted to its care. There 
are at present forty-seven Missionary Stations; of these forty are supplied 
by the regular ministrations of thirty-one Missionaries; the other seven 
are either vacant or receive occasional services from Rectors of Churches 
in the immediate neighborhood. Weare thankful to state that up to the 
present quarter we have been enabled to pay all stipends promptly. 
Through the kind offices of the Assistant Bishop we started the year with a 
fund of $2,000. The Treasurer now lacks $900 of the sum required to 
meet the stipends due October lst. It may be readily believed that your 
Committee feel anxious under these circumstances as to the prospects for 
the coming year. The stipends for the most part are far too small, and the 
field occupied is only a portion of the missionary ground outside of the city 
of New York. 
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Under these circumstances the question presses upon us as to how we 
can best interest the great Diocese of New York in the generous support of 
her Diocesan Missions. 

We are well aware of the pressing claims which crowd upon our city 
Parishes engaged in many noble enterprises of a strictly parochial charac- 
ter, as well as the calls from more distant fields, and we hesitate to utter a 
single word of censure. It is said that the sense of loneliness is most 
keenly felt in the midst of a crowd, and we sometimes think that our own 
Missionaries must often experience this truth—so near to the means of 
relief and yet left to struggle on in their hard fields of labor, without the ° 
sympathy and support they have a right to claim. It has occurred to your 
Committee that if the relations between our Missionary Stations and the 
wealthier Parishes of the city could be made more intimate, a more 
generous support would immediately follow; and the Assistant Bishop has 
suggested, as a means to effect this desired end, that the several Rectors 
of self-supporting Parishes in the Diocese be invited, on behalf of their con- 
gregations, to assume, annually, some part or the whole of the mainte- 
nance of one or more of the Missionaries or Missionary Stations. This plan 
brings our Convocations into intimate relations with the various Parishes, 
secures the personal interest of the Rector and of his congregation, and 
we most earnestly commend it to the consideration of our brethren. 

Without the aid and hearty co-operation of our city Rectors, the cause of 
Diocesan Missions must necessarily languish. 

Your Committee has requested the Assistant Bishop to engage the ser- 
vices of at least two itinerant Missionaries, with a view of furnishing the 
privileges of the Church in places where it would be impossible to support 
regular ministrations; and we trust, by this method, to add greatly to the 
efficiency of our work. It is hardly necessary to add that this project was 
originated by our Assistant Bishop, to whom we take this opportunity of 
expressing our obligations for the interest and zeal on his part which have 
enabled us, during the past year, to accomplish what we have done in the 
work committed to our care. 

May we not hope for an earnest and hearty support in the coming year? 
In the words of the Bishop: ‘‘Let us not forget that while the Apostle 
wrote to the Church at Corinth, ‘We glorify God for your liberal distribu- 
tion to all men,’ he also wrote in his Epistle to Timothy, ‘If any man pro- 
vide not for his own, he hath denied the Faith, and is worse than an 


infidel.’ ”

Report 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of New York respect- 
fully present to the Convention their Annual Report. 

To the report of the Treasurer, hereto appended, they beg leave to refer 
as showing the receipts and expenditures of the past year, and the con- 
dition of the fund in regard to investment, and the nature of the trusts 
for which it is held. Besides real estate held in special trust, the fund now 
amounts to $61,748.29, all invested in bond and mortgage except about 
$4,000 in U. S. Trust Company and in Savings Banks awaiting investment. 

In response to applications for aid, the Trustees have appropriated during 
the past year to two Clergymen of the Diocese the amount of $300.00 each, 
for the year ending September 19th, 1885, out of the income arising from 
the Graham fund, these being the only ones among the applicants for re- 
lief where applications showed them to come clearly within the terms of the 
trust under which that fund is held; and they have appropriated to three 
other Clergymen of the Diocese of New York the sum of $100.00 each, for 
the same term, out of the income of other funds held by them. Two other 
applications for aid from the income of the fund of the Trustees have been 
received and favorably considered, but upon these they have felt obliged, 
for the present, to postpone action, by reason of doubt entertained as to 
certain questions which they have submitted to counsel. 

The Trustees, with sincere sorrow and with a profound sense of the value 
of his services, have to report the death, during the past year, of their late 
colleague and President, Mr. Frederick S. Winston. 

They also avail themselves of the opportunity of expressing their regret at 
the resignation of the Rev. Dr. Eigenbrodt from the position of Secretary, 
the duties of which he has for many years past most ably discharged, to the 
important advancement of the best interests of the Corporation, and of the 
purposes for which it exists.

Report 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE DIOCESAN CONVEN- 
TION OF NEW YORK, FOR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 26TH, 1885. 


There has been conveyed to the Trustees to be held forever for Church 
purposes, property at Rosendale, Ulster County, on which there is a stone 
Church building entirely completed and in good repair. This property has 
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been leased to the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestry, upon condition that 
religious services shall be maintained and that the buildings are kept in 
good repair. 

The Church building and property occupied by the Church of the Beloved 
Disciple in the City of New York, on Highty-ninth Street, near Madison 
Avenue, and the Church at Crugers, Westchester County, used by the 
Parish of the Divine Love, are owned by the Trustees, but are leased upon 
condition that religious services shall at all times be maintained and the 
buildings kept insured and in good repair. 

All the properti-s owned by the Trustees are free from debt. 

The term of office of two of the Trustees, William Alexander Smith and 
Henry A. Oakley, will expire on the 1st of October, 1885, and two persons 
should be elected for the term of four years to succeed them.

This sum may be increased during the present Session of the Convention. 

In the last Report of the Society the Superintendert called the attention 
of the Convention to the provisions of the Canon, requiring an annual col- 
lection in every Parish for the cause of Theological Education, and to the 
fact of its general neglect; and a Committee was appointed by the Conven- 
tion to urge upon the Parishes of the Diocese a more prompt and general 
discharge of this Canonical obligation. The Committee did their work 
faithfully and well, and though it may be too early to determine the success 
of their appeal, itis a somewhat suggestive fact that the amount that the 
Parishes contributed to the cause of Theological Education the past year 
is a trifle less than it was the year before. The Superintendent can hardly 
pretend to add anything to the arguments of the Committee, but it may 
not be superfluous to say that the appropriations made by the Society for 
Promoting Religion and Learning to students of Divinity may not always 
equal in the future what they have been in the past. One of the objects. 
specified in the charter of the Society is ‘‘to facilitate to young men 
designed for the Holy Ministry the means of literary and Theological Edu- 
cation.” But other objects are mentioned of a kindred nature which, per- 
haps, have been too much overlooked, and if there should be a gradual 
change in the policy of the Society looking to a wider application of its 
funds, the present rate of appropriations to students of Theology would be 
diminished in the same proportion, and of course there would be greater 
need than now, where need seems to be at the strongest, of a generous 
response to these annual appeals of the Society. 

During the past year twenty young gentlemen, candidates for Holy Orders 
in the Diocese of New York, and students at the General Theological >em- 
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inary, have received aid from the Society, and thirty-nine students in St. 
Stephen’s College, while Columbia, Hobart and Trinity Colleges and Trinity 
School are seldom without representatives and list of beneficiaries. In 
addition to the direct assistance given to students, the Society has in 
other ways contributed to the support of the General Theological Seminary 
and St. Stephen’s College. This will give some general idea of the work 
for which it annually asks help from the Parishes of the Diocese.

Report 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE, ANNANDALE. 


The Warden of St. Stephen’s College begs to submit the following Report 
to the Convention of the Diocese of New York: 

The College resumed work on the 9th inst., when twenty-five new 
students were received, making the present number sixty-two, who are 
communicants of the Church, and nearly all expecting to study theology 
and devote themselves to the sacred ministry. 

On the second of last February a portion of an extensive building was 
opened; and as it was the anniversary of the consecration of the Chapel 
and of the founding of the College, the day was appropriately celebrated 
with religious service, at which the Right Rev. the Assistant Bishop cele- 
brated the Holy Eucharist, ard afterwards said a service otf dedication in 
the building which he thus opened. | 
As the Church in this Diocese is now celebrating its hundredth anniver- 
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sary, it may be well to make special reference to the Ccllege as part of the 
work which has been accomplished in the last quarter of this century, 

St. Stephen’s College was founded for the better education of a class of 
young men who might otherwise hasten into the ministry before they were 
properly prepared. It has restrained very many young men and carried them 
through a course of study ending with a Bachelor’s degree. The College 
claims to have done an important work for the Church in this respect. 

She has also trained them in the Church’s doctrine and worship, and in 
the Church’s spirit. And this is seen in those who have entered at Annan- 
dale, without having the sacred ministry in view, devoting themselves to 
that work before they have reached the end of their course. 

In these twenty-five years 174 have graduated, and 125 of these have 
received holy orders, and twenty-five are now in theological seminaries 
studying divinity. Besides, more than thirty others have been for a time 
at Annandale, and are also now in holy orders. The College has furnished 
to the General Seminary nearly 100 students, and some years nearly one 
quarter of the students of that institution were from Annandale. For a 
number of years a larger number from Annandale than from any other Col- 
lege has been at the General Seminary. 

In these years the College has accumulated a property worth $175,000, 
consisting chiefly in buildings, with an estate in one of the most beautiful 
and healtby parts of the Diocese; and so situated on the Hudson, that it is 
easy of access. Already there are memorials which will hand down the 
names of devoted churchmen and churchwomen. The Chapel and the 
Ludlow and Willink Hall are buildings which are worthy of any collegiate 
institution. 

A College is not formed and fashioned in a day. It is a growth. It 
grows out of the needs of the State and of the Church. It cultures and 
trains men for the work which is to be done. It is an ideal which arises 
out of the conception of what the wants of the Church are. An institution 
has a life and an esprit de corps. The work and life at Annandale are only 
begun. The future may and can develop an institution which can train and 
fashion men for the Church’s needs, to do her work, to be scholars in the 
various departments of theology and philosophy. The Church has the 
opportunity at Annandale to develop, under ber wise and devoted rulers, an 
institution which shall exhibit the glory of devotion and religious culture, 
and learning and training. 

The Trustees, looking into the future and foreseeing the work which this 
College may do, have adopted plans of buildings and work which may be 
carried out, as the Church shall make demands on the College. The 
increase in the population and the increased influence of the Church on the 
population will, year after year, make the usefulness of the College more 
manifest, and she will, without doubt, find it a means by which she may be 
furnished with well-trained men, who shall be distinguished for their devo- 
tion and zeal and learning.

Report 


OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The Standing Committee on the General Theological Seminary respect- 
fully present their report, as follows : 


It gives your Committee pleasure to say that the condition of the Semi- 
nary is such as to justify the expectations of its friends, and to inspire 
confidence for the future. With the favorable change in the system of 
management effected by the reorganization of the Board of Trustees, a 
new era appears to have commenced, during which it is believed that the 
most sanguine hopes of the Church will be realized, in behalf of the general 
school for the education of her clergy. The report of this Committee to 
the last Annual Convention contained strong expressions on the subjects of 
the improvements which had been made, up to the date of that report, in 
the Seminary. Your Committee might adopt and repeat those expressions 
to-day, but they would have much to add to the same effect. It may be 
truthfully affirmed, that the state of the institution is one of great and in- 
creasing prosperity, of which the evidences are striking and conclusive. 
Rapid progress has been made in the erection of several of those buildings 
which torm part of a design comprehending the entire front of the block on 
Ninth and Tenth Avenues and Twentieth and Twenty-first Streets. Since 
last year Pintard and Dehon Halls have been completed, and are now in 
use. In these buildings thirty-five students are provided with large, airy 
and well-lighted apartments, equal to those in our best-appointed colleges 
and universities, and provided with every comfort and convenience that 
could be reasonably desired. Meanwhile additional accommodations have 
been secured in the East and West buildings, and many of the old rooms 
have been enlarged, re-modeled and improved. The Seminary is now able 
to accommodate upward of 100 students, and nearly every room is occupied. 
That side of the eastern quadrangle of which Sherred, Pintard and Dehon 
Halls form a part, has been completed by the new fire-proof Library build- 
ing, recently opened with appropriate ceremonies by the Assistant Bishop 
of New York, in the presence of other Bishops and a-large number of clergy 
and laity. The Library has provision for 60,000 volumes, in addition to the 
collection of pamphlets, which already numbers about 10,000. The Trustees 
have also been able to set apart in it a room for the archives and docu- 
ments of the General Convention, and another for those of the Convention 
of this Diocese. Plans and estimates have been accepted for a Deanery, to 
be erected on the north-west corner of Ninth Avenue and Twentieh Street, 
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and the work on that edifice has been commenced. It is proposed to com- 
plete the Ninth Avenue front at an early day, by the erection of buildings 
between the Library and the Deanery, including a gate-way to form the 
main entrance to the entire series of quadrangles. 

Meanwhile equally important improvements have been made in the West 
building, where the basement rooms, once occupied as Jecture-rooms, have 
been transformed into kitchens and laundries, and a bright, cheerful and 
handsomely decorated refectory now takes the place of the old ‘‘ Long 
Room,” as it was called. A smaller dining-room, intended for the use of 
visitors, guests, or trustees detained at the Seminary by business, forms 
another and a very welcome addition to the conveniences of the place. 

It may be said, that in almost every department there are signs of a rapid 
and remarkable advance. Your Committee would note one exception, in 
the fact that the salaries of the learned, able and devoted faculty remain at 
a rate far below what is becoming or just. 

Additional efficiency in the department of instruction has been secured, 
by the appointment of the Alumni Professor of the Evidences of Religion, 
and his entrance on his duties. 

Your Committee deem it proper to give this somewhat extended account 
of the works in progress, because they think that members of this Conven- 
tion should know what great advance has been made, and how much is 
likely to be developed in the near future ; while they trust that in this way 
the knowledge of the facts may be spread {throughout the Diocese. The 
time is fitting for a general revival of interest in this institution, and for 
simultaneous efforts to promote its welfare and extend the range of its 
usefulness. 

It is the duty of this Committee to inform the Convention of matters re- 
quiring action with relation to the Seminary ; and particularly it has been 
the duty of this Committee —a duty always fulfilled in former years —to 
nominate suitable persons to serve as trustees, whenever trustees were to 
be chosen. The Diocese of New York is entitled to ten trustees, under the 
new constitution. This Convention at its last session elected only four of 
the ten, leaving six vacant places in the board. Your Committee, in ac- 
cordance with uniform custom, suggest the names of certain fit persons to 
fill those places. In doing so they will also include in the list the names of 
the four gentlemen who were elected last year, and nominate them for re- 
slection. They feel constrained to take this course by the following con- 
siderations, to which they invite the particular attention of this body. 
Under the new constitution of the Seminary, which went into effect October 
first, 1884, the Board of Trustees—exciusive of Bishops and Dean—consists 
of fifty members, twenty-five of whom are to be elected by the House of 
Deputies of the General Convention, and twenty-five by certain specified 
dioceses. As for the twenty-five trustees elected by the House of Deputies, 
they hold their office for three years, the constitution providing that these 
‘¢shall be chosen by the House of Deputies at each stated General Conven- 
tion.’ In the case of the remaining twenty-five, the constitution does not 
detine their tenure of office. The question how long they are to serve is an 
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open one, and various views are held on that point. Considering the dif- 
ferences of opinion which are known to exist, and the uncertainty which 
prevails, and must continue to prevail until the question shall have been 
settled by competent authority, your Committee think it safer to include in 
the list of persons nominated, the four gentlemen who were elected last 
year, and they accordingly nominate the following persons as Trustees of 
the General Theological Seminary for the Diocese of New York, wiz.:

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New York report 
that the capital of the Episcopal Fund is $113,937.94, having been increased 
during the past year by contributions from various Parishes amounting to 
$403.34. 

During the year four thousand dollars have been invested in the bond 
and mortgage of Sherwood, upon property at the corner of 170th Street 
and Franklin, Avenue, containing the equivalent of six lots and a good 
dwelling house, and $1,000 of the principal of the Kemble Bond has been 
paid off. 

One hundred and four thousand five hundred dollars is now invested 
upon bond and mortgage upon approved city property at 5 and 6 per 
cent., $1,000 is in U. S. 4 % Bond, registered, and $8,437.94 is on deposit 
in the United States Trust Company at 2 %.

The Rev. Dr. Dix, having presented an oral communication 
from the Bishop of the Diocese, offered the following pream- 
ble and resolutions : ) 


WHEREAS, This Convention has received, through one of its members, 
an oral communication from the venerable Bishop of the Diocese, announ- 
cing his intention, his wish, and his unalterable resolve to relieve the Con- 
vention from its present obligations to him, by relinquishing all claims to 
the salary hitherto paid to him, and to any part thereof, and by declining, 
for the future, to receive a salary from this Convention, and this in conse- 
quence of his long protracted weakness and illness, and his complete inabil- 
ity to fulfil any of the duties of his office; now, therefore, the Convention 
adopts the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That this Convention has listened with earnest sympathy to 
the said communication from the Bishop of this Diocese; 

Resolved, That, in the continuance of his illness and debility, the vener- 
able Bishop has the sympathy and affectionate good wishes of the members 
of this Convention and of the clergy and laity of this Diocese; 

Resolved, That the Convention now feels constrained to comply with the 
strongly expressed wishes of the Bishop, as they have been stated, and 
does, with reluctance, consent to a compliance with them; 

Resolved, That while the Convention thus assents to the generous propo- 
sal of the Bishop, that for the future his salary should cease, it does, not- 
withstanding, request the Bishop that he will continue to occupy the 
Episcopal residence, No. 38 East Twenty-second Street, so long as it may 
be convenient and agreeable for him to do so; 

Resolved, That this Convention presents to the Bishop the assurance of 
its great respect and veneration, together with the united hopes and 
prayers of ail present for his peace and welfare during the remainder of the 
days allotted to him here on earth; 

Resolved, That a certified copy of these resolutions be sent to the Bishop. 
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Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan offered the following as a substitute 
for the third and fourth resolutions offered by the Rey. Dr. 
Dix, which was adopted: 


Resolved, That this Convention, actuated by the same feeling toward their 
Bishop which governed the Convention of 1884, upon the receipt of his 
communication to that Convention, cannot consent to accept the generous 
proposition now made by him. 


The other resolutions offered by the Rev. Dr. Dix were then 
unanimously adopted.

Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE SALARY OF THE ASSISTANT 
BISHOP. 


The Committee on the salary of the Assistant Bishop, respectfully report: 

For reasons relating to the condition of the times, and the expectation 
that some of the larger Parishes of the Diocese would contribute, as Parishes, 
to the fund under its charge, this Committee has not renewed its efforts of 
last year to obtain contributions from individuals, and there has been no 
increase of the fund since the last Convention. On the contrary, the income 
of the fund collected being Jess than the salary, it has been necessary to 
take the difference from the principal, and thus reduce the latter to that 
extent. During the coming year, it is to be hoped, renewed and successful 
effort can be made in obtaining subscriptions from individuals; and, also, 
there is reason to believe that certain Parishes will contribute, as Parishes, 
a gross sum toward the principal of the fund, or undertake to pay annually 
a certain proportion of the salary; but, while this may be expected, it can- 
not yet be positively relied upon, and to avoid the possibility of continued 
diminution of the principal, each Parish should now, in the opinion of the 
Committee, be assessed for its proportion of the difference between the 
income of the fund and the salary to be paid, which, taking the income as at 
present, $3,410, and, the salary, $9,000, makes the amount to be raised 
by assessment, $5,590. 

Power has been given this Committee to make such assessment, but 
hitherto it has been thought inexpedient to use it. Whether such power be 
continued or not, it is recommended, that, to avoid complications which 
will be likely to arise from an assessment being made by this Committee, — 
while in the same year, one was being made by the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund toward the salary of the Bishop, the Convention direct that the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund be directed to assess upon the Parishes the 
amount required to make up the difference between the income of the fund 
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in the hands of this Committee and the salary of the Assistant Bishop, as 
well as the difference between the income of the Episcopal Fund and the 
salary of the Bishop, and, that the amount so raised and collected toward the 
salary of the Assistant Bishop be paid over by the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund to this Committee, for payment of the Assistant Bishop; and, to carry 
out such recommendation, this Committee respectfully request the adoption 
of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund assess the Parishes 
of the Diocese, according to the method adopted for assessment of the salary 
of the Bishop, such sum as, on or before the lst of March next, may be 
certified to them by the Committee on the salary of the Assistant Bishop as 
needed to make up the difference between the income of the fund in the 
hands of such Committee and $9,000. Allowance being made in such 
assessment to any Parish, which as a Parish has contributed toward the 
principal of the fund for the salary of the Assistant Bishop, at the rate of 
five per cent. per annum on the amount so contributed; and, also, every 
Parish making voluntary annual contribution toward such salary being 
allowed the amount so contributed on account of the assessment upon it. 

Annexed are statements by the Treasurer, showing the sum received and 
paid out since the last report of this Committee, and the balance now in its 
hands; also, the total amount received and total amount disbursed by the 
Committee since its appointment, with a list of the securities in which the 
fund is invested. 

With extreme regret, the Committee report the death last winter, of their 
capable and highly valued associate, Mr. Frederick S. Winston.

Resolved, That, in order to compliance with the provisions of Canon 15 
of Title I, § XI [4] of the Digest, requiring the due record of all Episcopal 
Acts, the Assistant Bishop may, at his discretion (until further order is 
taken by this Convention by Canon or otherwise) appoint, annually, a suit- 
able person to act as Registrar of the Diocese, whose duty it shall be to 
keep such record, to prepare letters of Orders of Consecration of Churches 
and to render such other services of a similar nature as may be 
necessary; and that the Treasurer be authorized to pay such person when 
thus appointed, for the necessary expenses of his office, a sum not exceed- 
ing $250 per annum. 


The Report of the New York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society was presented and read by the Rev. C. T. 
Woodruff. | 


Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY. 


The Executive Committee of the New York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society respectfully report : 

That they are thankful to God who has enabled them to complete the 
operations of the Society for the fiscal year. Every department has been 
constantly and thoroughly worked, and every point gained has been quietly 
and firmly held. 

But they deeply regret to say that the means necessary to meet the last 
maturing bills were not furnished, and instead of having the pleasure of 
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saying, ‘ We are free from debt,” as they have said for many years, they 
are now compelled to say, ‘‘We are in debt to the amount of $3,500 for 
last year’s expenses.” 

This is the more aggravating from the fact that they have kept strictly 
within the appropriations. The deficiency exists simply because their 
brethren have not contributed as liberally as they did last year; and, as a 
necessary consequence, the income did not keep pace with the expenses. 

In making up the appropriations at the beginning of the year, the great- 
est care was taken to provide only for things absolutely necessary, without 
detriment to the work in hand. And yet there is a debt; and your Com- 
mittee, after having done their duty on the strictest business principles, 
now stand in the unpleasant position of being unsustained by those for 
whom they were simply acting as stewards. 

Something of this deficit is due, no doubt, to the ‘dull times,” but the 
chief reason is found in the failure to understand and appreciate the great 
importance of the field of labor, and the peculiar and interesting relation in 
which our Church stands in regard to it. Quite a number of Parishes do 
nothing toward sustaining your Committee, and, were the work any 
less necessary to be done, or less fruitful in good results from year to year 
than it is, they might well be discouraged. : 

As it is, your Committee have the entire confidence and official support 
of the ‘‘Hon. Commissioners of Charities and Corrections,” and through 
them have free access to all institutions under their care, and have every 
reasonable facility afforded for public services and daily bedside mioistra- 
tions. 

What is more, and what ought to commend the Society to the hearts and 
the purses of their brethren is, that the Church is the only Protestant Chris- 
tian body which regularly supports all such services! Your Committee 
think it should be the one desire and effort of all their brethren to maintain 
this eminent position, and by liberal offerings enable them to do the present 
work thoroughly, not only, but be ready to embrace every new opportunity 
to extend the influence of the Gospel, and bring redemption through Christ 
to the personal attention of every inmate of our public institutions. 

Of criminals it has been well said that ‘‘punishment never reformed a 
wrong-doer. It holds him back for a time, that better influences may be 
brought to bear upon him. The true remedy is a new life. We are saved 
by hope. Hope, faith, love—these are the ministries by which reform is 
effected.” Weare not to think of overcoming evil by the jail or peniten- 
tiary or the workhouse. Something higher and better and nobler is re- 
quired. There must needs be the personal agency, the sympathy of warm, : 
loving Christian hearts, charged with the love of Jesus, brought in living © 
contact with living hearts, under the influence of unwavering faith and 
glowing love, and all ov. rshadowed by the power of the Holy Ghost. 

This, be it remembered, is the special feature of this Society in all our 
criminal and charitable institutions; and it ought to be the glory of the 
Church that God, in his gracious Providence, has charged her with this 
duty, and specially fitted her to do it. The matter of money should never 
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be in question. It should come as a great thank offering to God for the dis- 
tinguished honor of being permitted to co-operate with Him in seeking for 
and saving those lost sheep of His fold. Your Committee ought not, as 
now, to be required to beg for the necessary means, but they should rather 
stand as almoners to receive and use all that the people with perfect hearts 
offer willingly unto the Lord. 

Instead of this they will be forced, unless you come to their help, to bring 
the appropriations for the coming year down to the basis of last year’s re- 
ceipts. In other words, they must cut down the work which they have 
brouzht to such a high standard of usefulness, give up some of the positions 
they have labored so hard to secure, and leave them, perchance, to go to 
waste. This is a hard thing to do, but it is the only way by which your 
Committee can keep the expenses within the income. They have recorded 
a solemn resolution not to undertake to do anything more than the Chureh 
gives them the money to pay for. 

The appropriations for the coming year must soon be made, and the only 
reasonable basis to go upon, as was said above, is the contributions of last 
year. If the present deficiency is provided for before the annual meeting— 
on the last Thursday of this month—there will be no change. If not, your 
Committee can see no alternative but to reduce the work and the working 
force, according to the requirements of the occasion. 

The various departments, and the workers in each, remain as at the last 
Convention, with two exceptions : 

Rev. Henry C. Mayer, resigned St. Barnabas’ Chapel, in order to become 
Rector of Trinity Church, Pass Christian, Mississippi, and was succeeded 
by Rev. John Anketell. He entered upon the work with zeal and energy, 
devoting himself to parochial visiting and the enlargement of the Sunday- 
school. In the midst of his success he was called to attend to personal 
matters of importance out of the city, and resigned the position, to the 
regret of all. 

_ Rev. J. H. Ranger was placed in temporary charge, and has continued 
to the present time, and is faithful in his work and acceptable to the 
people. 

Rey. R. E. Grueber, whose time was divided between St. Thomas’ and 
Bethlehem Chapels, in work among the Germans, has during the past year 
given his whole attention to the Germans connected with St. Thomas’ 
Chapel. His place has been supplied by Rev. G. W. Mayer, missionary in 
charge of Charity Hospital, who holds regular services on Sunday and 
during the week in Bethlehem Chapel, and makes frequent pastoral visits 
to the families in that region. The result of his labors has been most sat- 
isfactory in every way, and it is safe to say that the condition of things in 
and about the Chapel was never more prosperous than at the present time. 

In the department of St. Barnabas’ House, 304 and 306 Mulberry Street, 
(the temporary shelter for homeless and destitute women and children), the 
benevolent work of former years has gone quietly on. 2,052 persons were 
received and cared for, 13,984 lodgings were furnished and 70,989 meals 
supplied. In the Day Nursery an average of twenty-five little children 
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were present daily, being fed and taught and watched over, while their 
mothers were working by the day. Daily A. M. and P. M. prayer was said 
‘in the Chapel, family prayer in the household, Sunday and Wednesday eve- 
ning public services, Sunday-school, Industrial School, Mothers’ Meeting, 
‘‘Girls’ Friendly Society,” and Free Reading-room, indeed all the usual 
Christian influences were employed through the year. 

In the work among the outdoor poor, more was done than ever, and done 
in a more discriminating way. All money contributed for this kind of be- 
nevolence has been covered into the treasury and drawn out upon requisi- 
tions approved by the Committee of Direction. 

Your Committee, as heretofore, hereby most heartily express their great 
obligations to the ‘‘ Charity Organization Society ” for prompt and efficient 
service in investigating doubtful applications, and enabling them to use 
funds entrusted to them for special cases, in the most judicious manner. 

In conclusion, they call special attention to the following summary of 
work done the last year : 


SUMMARY. 


One thousand seven hundred and sixty-six public and one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-one private services, with an aggregate attendance of 
119,520 persons; confirmed, 68; holy communion celebrated publicly 264 
times, and privately 151 times, received by an aggregate of 4,259 persons; 
15 couples joioed in holy matrimony; 16 adults and 335 children baptized; 
162 Christian burials; an average of 9 teachers and 84 scholars in St. Barna- 
bas’ Sunday-school; of 4 teachers and 43 scholars in the German, and of 5 
teachers and 56 scholars in the English Sunday-school held in Bethlehem 
Chapel; of 23 teachers and 230 girls in the Sewing School held in 308 Mul- 
berry Street; of 42 women supplied with sewing weekly by the St. Barnabas 
Employment Society; an aggregate of 273 pastoral visitations by the mission- 
ary in charge of St. Barnabas’ Chapel; of 56 pastoral visits to families by 
the missionary in charge of Bethlehem Chapel; of 53,163 persons ministered 
unto by the other missionaries in public institutions; of 23 readers, nightly, 
in the Free Reading-room; books drawn from our libraries on Blackwell’s 
Island, 52,127 times, and 87,667 magazines and papers distributed; 1,300 
volumes drawn by our missionary from the “Gilbert Library” in the 
Tombs for the use of the prisoners, and 9,650 magazines and papers dis- 
tributed by him at other institutions in his charge. . 

These figures are but the shadows of what has been wrought, in God’s 
holy name. The substance, the grand reality, will only appear at the great 
revealing day. 

Your Committee beg all to remember that the same wants exist from 
year to year, and that the Society depends entirely on voluntary contribu- 
tions. 

The clergy in the employ of the Society are Rev. J. H. Ranger, in charge

The Convention proceeded to the consideration of the Order 
of the Day, being the Report of the Special Committee on the 
Revision of the Canons. (For the Report, see p. 46). 


On motion of the Hon. Erastus Brooks, the changes recom- 
mended by the Committee were adopted.* 


The Convention proceeded to the Order of the Day, being the 
resolutions offered by the Rev. Dr. Richey on the Revision of 
the Book of Common Prayer. (See p. 62.) 


The Rev. T. McKee Brown proposed to strike out the first 
resolution and part of the second, which was accepted by the 
Rey. Dr. Richey. 


The preamble and resolutions, as amended, are as follows: 


* The Canons, as amended, will be found in Appendix B. 
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WueErEAs, The character of the proposed revision of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer makes it evident that the time has not yet come for any gene- 
ral or comprehensive revision of the Offices of the American Church, while 
it is, nevertheless, to be ackaowledged that some alterations are desirable 
and expedient; therefore, 


Resolved, That the following alterations, without disturbing our long- 
established order, will be found sufficient to satisfy all present needs, viz. : 


(a.) Permission to omit the opening portions of Morning and Evening 
Prayer in all week-day services, and to begin with the Lord's Prayer, 
at the discretion of the officiating minister. 

(b.) The insertion in the Office for Evening Prayer of the Magnificat and 
Nune Dimittis, which may be used at discretion as substitutes for 
one or other of the Canticles now found there. 

(c.) Permission to omit the prayers after the Collect for Grace in the 
Morning Office, when it is followed by any other Office. 

(d.) The use of the Aposttes’ Creed, unbracketed, in the Offices of Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, and the recitation of the Nicene Creed in 
its proper place, after the Gospel, in the Office for the Holy Commu- 
nion. 

Resolved, Fucther, that it is the sense of the Convention that for the full 
consideration of all matters connected with Liturgical Revision, it is expe- 
dient that a standing commission consisting of men learned in Liturgical 
Science be appointed by authority of the General Convention, whose duty 
it shall be to report to the same from time to time, as they may deem 
expedient. 

The Rev. Dr. Maury offered the following as a substitute for 
the foregoing Resolution, which was laid upon the table: 

Resolved, That the Convention of the Diocese of New York memorialize 
the General Convention that the Church of England be invited to associate 
action in regard to the proposed changes in the Book of Common Prayer. 

The Rev. George L. Platt presented the following as a sub- 
stitute for the resolution before the Convention, which was lost: 

Resolved, That a Special Committee of five clergymen and five laymen 
be appointed by the Chair to consider the ‘‘ Book ‘Annexed ” the proposed 
book, embracing the whole subject of alterations ia the Prayer Book; and 


to present to this body a printed report on the first day of the next Annual 
Convention. 


The Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith moved to lay the whole 
subject on the table, which motion was lost. 


A vote on the preamble and resolutions presented by the 
Rev. Dr. Richey, as amended by the Rev. T. McKee Brown, 
was taken, with the following result: Ayes, 108; Noes, 105. 
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The Rev. Dr. Beach, on behalf of the Committee on Canons, 
presented the following: 


The Committee on Canons, who were authorized by a resolution of the 
last Convention to ‘‘ publish a new edition of the Constitution and Canons 
of this Diocese, together with such forms of proceedure and parts of State 
laws as might be deemed expedient;” and, also, ‘to alter in this new edi- 
tion the numerical references made in the Canons of this Diocese to the 
Canons of the Digest of the General Convention” in all places where neces- 
sary, respectfully report: 

That, as soon after the adjournment of the last Convention as was practi- 
cable, they performed the duty assigned them. One thousand copies of the 
new edition of the Canons were printed, of which two were sent to every 
clergyman in charge of a Parish, and one to every clergyman in the Diocese

Report 


OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO CONSIDER CERTAIN RESOLUTIONS 
AFFECTING THE FUND FOR AGED AND INFIRM CLERGYMEN. 


The Committee above named respectfully reports to the Convention: 
That the matters referred to it for consideration are set forth in the three 
following resolutions, adopted by the last Convention: 


Resolved, That the report of the Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund be 
referred to a Committee to be composed of said Trustees and three others, of whom the 
Assistant Bishop shall be one, to consider what legislation, if any, be necessary in order 
to enlarge the usefulness of said Fund, and to report to the next Convention such 
amendments to the Charter, as may be deemed expedient and practicable. 

Resolved, That it be referred to the same Committee to consider and report to the 
next Convention whether some scheme may not be matured which shall bring within 
the reach of the Aged and Infirm Clergy of the Diocese, the benefits of life assurance, 
as applied to the purchase of life annuities. 


Resolved, That a Committee of six, of whom the present Trustees shall be part, shall 
be appointed to consider whether the present restrictions for the administration 
of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, may be so relaxed as to extend the benefits of the 
Fund to clergymen not now entitled to receive the benefits thereof. 


At several meetings, held during the past winter, these resolutions have 
been severally considered by the Committee. 

I. With regard to the first resolution, the Committee reports that it 
approves of the suggestion made by the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and 
Infirm Clergymen, in their report to the last Convention, that the present. 
Charter of the Corporation be properly amended so as to permit the said 
Corporation to care also for a fund for the widows and minor children of 
the deceased clergy of the Diocese. 

In this respect the Diocese of New York does not compare favorably with 
the other Dioceses of the Church in America, nearly all of which, either in 
conjunction with a fund for aged and infirm clergymen, or by a separate 
fund, make provision for the widows and children of their ciergymen. _ 

It seems to your Committee that this is a direction in which the useful- 
ness of the present Corporation could be greatly enlarged. 

Your Committee, however, reports that it is strongly of the opinion that 
none of the funds at present under the control of the Corporation can be 
used for this purpose. The money having been contributed for the benefit 
of the aged and infirm clergy, cannot be diverted from that object. It is, 
however, perfectly feasible for the Convention to provide, by alteration of 
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the Canon, or otherwise, either that a separate collection be hereafter taken 
up for the benefit of the widows and children of clergymen, or that the 
annual collection at present provided for, be hereafler divided between the 
two objects, in whatever proportion the Convention may deem proper. 

In this connection the Committee reports that it has considered the ques- 
tion of whether it would be advisable to charter another corporation for the 
care of such a fund, rather than to enlarge the powers of the present Cor- 
poration, and to entrust it with its management; and the Committee is of 
opinion that, if proper restrictions be placed upon the present Corporation, 
by the amended Charter and by regulations to be imposed by the Conven- 
tion, a more satisfactory and economical management of the two funds 
would result from placing them under control of one corporation. The 
Committee is strengthened in this opinion by the fact that in other Dioceses 
and in the provision made by the General Convention, it is an almost 
universal practice to unite the funds for these two objects under one 
management. 

If the Convention st.ould decide to enlarge the usefulness of the present 
Dorporation n the manner recommended there are many details, as to the 
separation of the two funds, the division of undesignated legacies, the 
alteration of the Canon, regulations for the management of the second 
fund, etc., which should be arranged before the plan jis put into operation, 
and the Convention should also pass upon the form of an amended charter 
giving the necessary additional power to the present Corporation. 

II. With regard to the second resoiution, your Committee reports that it 
has considered various plans by which the funds of this Corporation might 
be used to assist clergymen in obtaining the benefits of life assurance. 

As already said, the Committee is very decided in the opinion that these 
funds can only be used for the purpose for which they were donated, viz.- 
to assist the aged and infirm clergy of the Diocese. 

The Committee is also of the opinion that there is no practical plan by which 
the funds of this Corporation can be used to assist clergymen to obtain the 
benetits of life assurance, unless it be by paying, either in whole or in part, 
the premiums on their policies in established companies. 

It is extremely doubtful whether it would be a legal use of these funds to 
apply them to the payment of the premiums on the policies of young and 
active clergymen in anticipation of their becoming aged and infirm in the 
future. It is also extremely doubtful whether such a use of the funds, see- 
ing that it would result in many cases, iu a benefit, not to the clergyman 
himself, but to his family, after his death, would be proper as to the funds 
now in hand, or possible, under the present Charter of the Corporation. 

The Committee, therefore, in considering how to use the present funds of 
the Corporation has regarded it necessary that any plan adopted should 
involve the use of the funds of the Corporation merely as a loan to the 
clergyman assisted, and as an investment of the fund by the Trustees. If 
the Convention decide that a donation should be given for this purpose to — 
other than aged and infirm clergymen, the Committee thinks that it should 
be out of funds to be herea‘ter raised, and no® from those already on 
hand. 
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But the Committee is strongly of the opinion that some steps should be 
taken by the Convention to encourage and assist the clergy of the Diocese 
in obtaining the benefits of life insurance. It has, therefore, prepared and 
herewith submits, the following outline of a plan by which this object can 
be secured. 

At the time that clergymen receive holy orders, or by transfer become 
canonically connected with this Diocese, they are to be advised and 
requested to.insure their lives; and as an inducement to do so, the funds 
of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund are to be used to pay one-third of the 
premiums, the Parish to which the insured belongs is to be requested to 
pay another third, leaving one-third only to be paid by the insured. - 

Such a policy is to be taken out, that if not sooner matured by the death 
of the insured, it will be payable at that period in his lifetime at which he 
may expect to be no longer able to perform full duty. 

The money, when so paid on the policy, is to be held by the Trustee of 
the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, the whole income thereof to be paid to 
him during his life, and at his death, the principal to be divided among bis 
heirs, the Parish, and the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund in such proportions 
as the Conventions may decide (perhaps leaving out the Parish altogether, 
and dividing the amount between the family and the Aged and Infirm 
Clergy Fund, or perhaps by repaying to the Parish and the Aged and 
Infirm Clergy Fund the amount of the premiums paid by them with 
interest, and giving the whole of the balance to the family of the 
insured). 

Provision should be made as to payment of that portion of the premium > 
payable by the Parish, in case of the transfer of the insured to another 
Parish in the Diocese. 

Provision should be made, also, for the case of the removal of the insured 
from the Diocese. 

In case of failure to pay on the part of the Parish or Beneficiary, the Aged 
and Infirm Clergy Fund should have the right to cancel the policy and 
obtain its surrender value. 

The Charter of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund should be amended so 
as to permit it to carry out this plan. 

This plan has been submitted to experts in life insurance matters, and 
they report that it is perfectly feasible. If this plan be approved by the 
Convention, the form of the necessary amendment of the Charter of the 
Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, and the many minor details of the plan itself 
should be passed upon by the Convention before it is put into operation. 

III. With regard to the third resolution, the Committee reports that it 
has considered the present management of the Fund. The amount of the 
allowances is almost the only matter which rests in the discretion of the 
Trustees. All other important matters, outside of the business manage- 
ment of the Fund, are governed by regulations imposed by the Convention. 

With regard to the amount of the allowances, this Committee reports that . 
the average allowance is larger in this Diocese than in any other, and it is 
doubtful whether the usefulness of the Fund would be increased by an 
increase in the amount. 
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With regard to whether the regulations of the Convention should be in 
any respect relaxed, this Committee reports that it is of the opinion that 
funds of the Society might properly be used as a means of aiding Parishes 
of the Diocese to retire their clergy when they have arrived at an age at 
which they are no longer fit for active duty, although their Parish may, 
strictly speaking, be able to make due provision for them. It is thought 
that Parishes may sometimes be prevented from retiring their clergy by 
their unwillingness to leave their pastor without support, and their 
inability to provide both for an annuity for him and for the salary of an 
active incumbent. 

The Trustees of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund have notified the Com- 
mittee that they consider themselves already at liberty, under existing 
regulations, to co-operate with vestries of Parishes for this purpose, but the 
Committee is of opinion that a declaratory regulation, passed by the Con- 
vention, would be beneficial in calling the attention of Parishes to this 
matter. 

The only other way in which the Committee thinks that the regulations 
of the Convention might be relaxed, is by decreasing the minimum term of 
residence in the Diocese required by beneficiaries. 

This matter was referred to the Trustees of the Fund for consideration, 
and it was by them reported to the last Convention that they were averse 
to any change. 

The present regulations require a residence of three successive years 
before application for aid, in the case of clergymen admitted to deacon’s 
orders in this Diocese, and a residence of six successive years, in the case of 
other clergymen. 

The question whether the Committee should recommend a relaxation of 
these regulations has been the subject of considerable discussion, which 
finally resulted in the adoption of the following resolution, which the Com- 
mittee submits to the Convention: 


Resolved, That the Committee, while not being prepared at present to recommend the 
permanent repeal of the present restrictions in regard to the administration of this 
fund, would advise that the Trustees be empowered temporarily, and in order to test 
the expediency of such relaxation, to modify the present restrictions so far as to allow 
them to aid clergymen admitted to deacon’s orders in this Diocese after a residence of 
two successive years before applying for™aid, and to aid other clergymen after a resi- 
dence of four successive years before applying. Said relaxation of the present rules to 
cease within seven years from this date, unless continued by further action of the 
Convention. 


In conclusion, the Committee would remind the Convention that the 
enlargement of the work of the present Corporation, either by including the 
widows and children of clergymen among its beneficiaries, or by enabling 
it to aid clergymen in the matter of life assurance, will require from the 
Parishes of the Diocese an increase in the interest, sympathy and support 
that this corporation has hitherto received. 

The Committee would also report that Mr. Frederick S. Winston, a mem- 
ber of this Committee, was not able to attend any of its meetings, and the 
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Committee regrets that, by his death, it was deprived of the benefit of his 
judgment and experience.

The Rev. Dr. Shackelford offered the following resolutions : 


Resolved, That the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Parishes be requested to consider and report to the next Convention the 
propriety of enacting a Canon which shall forbid the admission of any 
Parish into union with this Convention until it has provided a salary of at 
least $1,000, inclusive of a rectory, for the support of its Rector; 

Resolved, That all funds contributed at Missionary Stations shall be paid 
directly into the Missionary Fund of the Diocese, in order that the Mission- 
ary appointed by the Bishop to officiate at that station may receive his 
entire salary solely from the authorities of the Diocese. 


The first resolution was adopted. 


The second resolution was referred to the Special Commit- 
tee of ten on Diocesan Missions. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Richey, it was— 


Resolved, That the Secretary of the Convention be authorized to print 
the necessary blanks required in all forms of Canonical application. 


The Rev. Dr. Applegate presented the following 
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Report 
OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE ALBANY CLAIM. 


The Committee on the Albany Claim to which, at the last Convention, 
was re-committed its report to that Convention, and which was instructed 
‘‘to prepare the computations of the sums which, according to the scheme 
of the report, would be the apportionment of the sums to be contributed 
by the several Parishes, and to solicit, by circular or otherwise, from such 
Parishes, or from individuals, voluntary contributions to make up the 
amount named in said report,” beg leave respectfully to report : 

The first work of your Committee was to ascertain the salaries of the 
Rectors of the Diocese in the year 1884, and to fix anamount to be solicited 
from each Parish, which should bear the same ratio to its Rector’s salary 
asthe amount to be raised, viz., $26,676.81, to the aggregate of the sala- 
ries of allthe Rectors. When this had been done, the Committee issued the 
following circular, which was sent to every Rector: 


NEw York, May 5th, 1885, 
DEAR SIR: 

Referring to the Report of the Committee on the Claim of the Diocese of Albany, 
found on pages 78, 79 and 80 of the Journal of the last Convention, and to the resolu- 
tion re-committing such report to this Committee, found on page 96 of such Journal, 
we beg to advise you that the sum solicited from your Parish toward completing the 
settlement of this claim in the manner, and by the method of computation, provided 
in such report, is $————— —, which we earnestly hope may be contributed, as the 
share of your Parish in the proposed final and amicable settlement of such claim. 

For the due preparation of our report to the next Convention, it is important that 
we be adyised, before the first day of September next, of the result of this application. 
Will you, therefore, kindly communicate the same to our Secretary, the Rev. Clarence

To the Rey. 


Very few responses being received, this letter was, in July, reissued and 
addressed to the Parishes. The communication has been acknowledged by 
thirty-two Rectors or Vestries. Four of these promise to give the subject 
their attention. Seven decline their assessments, and can contribute 
nothing, while four others decline, but offer in place of the assessments to 
take up annual collections. Sixteen Parishes accept the assessments pro- 
posed. The assessments which are declined amount to $610, and tl.ose 
accepted aggregate $4,875.56. 

The Committee have also received from the Assistant Bishop, in token 
of his interest and desire for the success of this measure, a letter in which 
he generously offers to submit his own salary to assessment with those of 
the Rectors of Parishes. 
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The Committee have not made any application to individuals, though 
such action was optional with them, deeming it best to learn first of all 
what could be achieved through the Parishes. 

In conclusion, the Committee would state, for the information of any who 
may need it, that the amount asked of any parish is not an annual assess- 
ment, and that the payment of an assessment accepted may be in instal- 
ment:, or in one sum, sent to Mr. James Pott, Treasurer of the Committee, 
at any time before 1889. 

We mention with sorrow the death of our esteemed colleague, Mr. 
Charles Tracy, who was so valuable a member of this Committee and of the 
Diocese.

THE DIOCESE. 
Faruers AND BRETHREN : 


Grace, mercy and peace be multiplied among you, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ ! 

Weare assembled to-day after one hundred years of organized 
life as a Diocese. In view of the admirable arrangements made 
and consummated by your own committee for the commemora- 
tion of this anniversary, I may not and need not attempt 
that review of our Diocesan history which has already been 
presented to you by hands far more competent than mine, and 
under circumstances which, I am sure, we shall all gratefully 
remember. But, as we gather here this morning, the suc- 
cessors of those who laid for us such broad and strong founda- 
tions, and that not so long ago, we may at least remember 
that we lookin vain to find one single survivor of those first and 
memorable days, and that as we ask, “The fathers, where are 
they?” a silence, eloquent and expressive, reminds us that, 
one and all, they have passed to their reward. 

Nor only they. It is the inevitable shadow in the joyousness 
of such a reunion as this, that there are other and more recent 
. departures, and it is, | apprehend, the distinguishing charac- 
teristic of this Convention that they have been so many and so 
conspicuous. We may fitly begin this annual record by 
making mention of those who a year ago were present with us, 
and who, since we adjourned, have been called to their rest. 

At Rotherham, England, on the second day of October last, 
there fell asleep in the sure and certain hope of a blessed im- 
mortality, the Rev. George C. Athole, a Presbyter of this Dio- 
cese, and Rector of the Church of the Holy Innocents in this 
city. Our boundaries are so wide, and our number is so large, 
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that there are many of you to whom he was personally un- 
known, and to whom the mention of his name will recall no 
memories of his character or services. But those others of my 
brethren who knew him and his ministry will bear me out in 
saying that we have lost a rare man, who, though dying so 
young, had already done a remarkable work. Toa pure and 
single purpose Mr. Athole united an intense and unceasing 
devotion and a deep and genuine piety, and, whether as priest 
or pastor, he has left behind him an example whose influence 
will long endure. The Church of the Holy Innocents was his 
creation in a sense pre-eminent and peculiar, and its walls 
stand as a monument, into every stone and timber of which he 
built the best energies of his heart and life. Broken in health 
and greatly enfeebled in strength when I first came to know 
him, no persuasion nor remonstrances could induce him to 
spare himself or intermit his labors ; so that, when late and 
reluctantly he went away for rest, the bent bow refused to re- 
act, and the tired hands could only fold themselves for rest. 
Perhaps it was better that it should have been so. It was not 
in him to consider himself, and it may easily be, that, flinging 
himself into his work with a very passion of earnestness which 
would brook no restraint, he has accomplished results which 
could have been accomplished in no other way. God measures 
service not as we do, and length of days does not always mean, 
even from our view-point, wealth of service or weightiness of 
results. It was a gracious ordering in the departure of our 
young brother, that, though dying among strangers, he found 
himself environed by the ministries of friends, who brought to 
his bed-side the consolations of our holy religion, and who 
cared for him lovingly and faithfully to the end. It is proper 
here that I should make mention of their goodness, and re- 
cord in this place your gratitude and my own for all that they 
did. 

The death of Mr. Athole was followed in March last by that 
of a veteran in the work of this Diocese, the Rev. George 
Jarvis Geer, D.D., who departed this life on the Monday next 
before Palm Sunday. Unlike Mr. Athole, Dr. Geer was no 
stranger, whether on this floor or in this city. To labor among 
its most crowded sections he gave the best years of hig life, 
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and to the cause of free Churches he was early and uncom- 
promisingly devoted. At first, in the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, and later in St. Timothy’s Church, he did a work 
whose courage, patience, cheerfulness must, I think, have been 
the admiration of all who knew him. For he had many dis- 
couragements, and they did not diminish with years. It is 
difficult enough to toil on with a Church loaded with debt, and 
with the future holding forth but scanty promise of relief, even 
when one is young in years, and when personal anxieties and 
infirmities are largely absent. But Dr. Geer, as the pastor of 
a free Church, had all the uncertainty which comes from such 
conditions at a time when he had passed middle life ; and he 
had, added to this, an increasing loss of hearing and of sight, 
which made his perseverance a daily marvel. Under these cir- 
cumstances his sweet and uncomplaining nature, which was never 
soured and which never despaired, was something to honor and 
remember. In his own Church he was often minister, choir 
and precentor, and out of it he was the faithful friend, whose 
feet were never tired and whose heart was never chilled. If we 
all loved him, it was because he was so essentially lovable, and 
because no one of us ever left his presence without a sense of 
being better and braver for having met him. 

Another, not unlike him, the Rev. George Bickham Reese, 
has been called away, after having been for seventeen years 
the Rector of Zion Church, Dobbs Ferry, where he wielded an 
influence and did a work which will long survive him. As I 
rode through the streets of the little town in which he died, on 
the day of his funeral, its aspect told of a community in mourn- 
ing, and as his brethren gathered in the Church where he 
ministered, we saw the tokens of a common loss. Mr. Reese 
himself would have been the last to claim exceptional gifts or 
brilliant attainments. It was by what he was, even more than 
by what he did, that he wrought so successfully and so effectu- 
ally, and if I were asked to point to an example of what might 
be accomplished by the simple force of a winning and stainless 
character, I know no record to which I should so swiftly turn. 
The friend of the poor, the helper of his brethren, the faithful 
Secretary of our Southern Convocation, his sympathies grew 
with his years ; and the investiture of earlier prejudices fell 
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away, and left him at last the lover of all good things, and the 
friend of all good men. 

Another of our rural clergy, whom many of you will remem- 
ber, was the Rev. John W. Moore, Rector of Christ Church, Red 
Hook, who fell asleep on the 13th of May last. Mr. Moore 
lived a retired life and in a retired sphere. But in it he dida 
faithful service, and along with the duties of a country pastor he 
maintained, what is somewhat rare in these busy days, a habit 
of reading and study, which made his society always interesting 
and instructive. Allied by close ties to great names in the 
Church’s earlier history, he did not repine at the obscurity of 
his position nor the smallness of his opportunities, and I well 
remember how, on my first visitation to his parish, the careful 
and thorough preparation of his class, the Church edifice and 
all the arrangement of the services impressed me with a sense 
of his fidelity to his work, and reverent care for its every least 
detail. It is such characteristics in any ministry which well 
deserve our imitation. | 

On the 9th of June last, in this city, died the Rev. Augustus 
C. Hoehing, a Minister of the Church of the Holy Cross, and 
Missionary éspecially among our German population. The 
earlier part of Mr. Hoehing’s ministry was spent in the Foreign 
Missionary field, and his labors in China were especially useful 
in connection with the work of translating parts of the Prayer 
Book and other manuals into the Chinese language. In this 
city his labors were no less missionary in their character, and 
were only terminated by the failure of his health. He had, 
among his people, warm friends, who gratefully appreciated his 
ministries and sacrifices in their behalf. 

On Sunday morning, July 19th, after a celebration of the 
Holy Communion at an earlier hour, a large congregation 
assembled in St. Philip’s Church, in this city, to pay their last 
tribute of respect to the memory of the Rev. John Peterson, 
Deacon, who departed this life on the previous Thursday in the 
city of Brooklyn. Mr. Peterson was a remarkable instance of 
devotion to the welfare of his brethren of the African race and 
of love and loyalty to the Church. Originally a teacher of his 
own people in a secular school in this city, he became, by virtue 
of his singular adaptedness to such service, their counselor and 
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friend in sickness and sorrow, and it was in recognition of his 
fitness for ministerial service that he was recommended by the 
late Dr. Denison, for so many years the honored Secretary of 
the Foreign Committee of the Board of Missions, to be admitted 
to Deacon’s Orders. He was never advanced beyond them, but 
notwithstanding this fact, he gave to the Church, and espe- 
cially to St. Philip’s Parish, the faithful service of a long and 
useful ministry, adorned by meekness, diligence and most ex- 
emplary devotion to the very end. It was especially appro- 
priate and gratifying that at his funeral the first Bishop of our 
own Church of his own race, the Right Reverend Dr. Ferguson, 
Missionary Bishop of Cape Palmas, Africa, was present and 
assisting. 

Besides the foregoing, we have lost during the past year 
three clergymen, who, at the time of their death, were con- 
nected with the Diocese, though not having any parochial 
charge: The Rey. Wm. B. Cooper, for some time engaged in 
our foreign missionary work; the Rev. Zina P. Doty, during 
a part of his ministry an Assistant Minister in this city, and 
the Rey. David H. Macurdy, identified, unless I am mistaken, 
with the early history of the Church at Cornwall. 

Our record of departed clergy ends with the death, on the 
3d of September, of the Rev. Dr. Stephen Higginson Tyne, 
Rector Emeritus of St. George’s Church in this city. Dr. 
Tyng’s departure terminated a connection with the venerable 
parish of which he was rector extending over nearly forty years 
—most of them fruitful in their influence upon individual souls 
to a rare and exceptional degree. No one who saw the vast 
throng in St. George’s Church on the day of his funeral could 
well have mistaken its significance. It was an assemblage of 
the people, representing all classes, drawn from all parts 
of the city and from distant: neighborhoods as well. It was a 
testimony to a ministry of commanding qualities and of endur- 
ing results. Dr. Tyng was pre-eminently a preacher. His 
pulpit was his throne, his voice a trumpet, and his whole per- 
sonality one that compelled attention, even where it did not 
command assent. But besides this, his services in the mis- 
sionary work of this city ; the Mission Chapels which, under 
his leadership, his people reared and maintained; his immense 
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Sunday-school, in which it has been said that he knew every 
child by name; his power on the platform as the exponent of 
ereat reforms; his devotion to a school of theology which 
supremely reverenced the Bible and the voice of the individual 
conscience as enlightened by the work of the Holy Ghost—all 
these features of his character and ministry would have made 
him a leader in any community and a foremost figure in any 
age. There have been those who accounted him as disesteem- 
ing the Church of his fathers, and undervaluing its Apostolic 
order and ministry. But his published works remain to con- 
tradict such an impression, and his vast confirmation classes 
witnessed, as his Bishop said of him many years ago, that 
almost no one else in this or any other Diocese had been instru- 
mental in bringing so many, born and nurtured amid other 
associations, within the influence of the Church’s doctrine and 
fellowship. Like all men of his temperament, Dr. Tyng had 
strong antagonisms, and’ was not always careful to avoid ex- 
pressing and emphasizing them ; but there are pages in the 
history of this Diocese which, if they could be written here, 
would show that he could illustrate the noblest and most 
generous magnanimity and the largest spirit of Christian 
brotherhood. The Church witnesses to her catholic mind in 

honoring such men as he, even as she illustrates her many- 
_ sided adaptedness in finding a place for their rare gifts and a 
sphere for their powerful influence. 

And because she does, it belongs to this occasion no less to 
call to mind those godly laymen, to whose services this Dio- 
cese and this city have been so largely indebted, and whose 
absence we mourn to-day. It is a very unusual fact that since 
our last Convention five of the foremost parishes, whether in 
our American Church or in this Diocese, have lost by death 
their Senior Wardens. I mean Grace Church, Calvary Church, 
St. George’s Church, the Church of the Ascension and St. 
‘Bartholomew's Church. Of the first named, Mr. Lloyd W. 
‘Wells was an officer for more than a quarter of a century, as he 
was also Treasurer of the General Convention, of the Domestic 
Committee, a member of our Standing Committee, and con- 
nected with other Church trusts and corporations of almost 
every variety. So large a measure of confidence indicated 
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qualities that attracted and deserved it, and Mr. Wells pos- 
sessed them in a remarkable degree. Lucid, exact, untiringly 
laborious, he added to these less interesting characteristics a 
native refinement and unfailing gentlenessand benignity which 
made intercourse with him at once a pleasure and a benefit. 
His serene presence, gracious with the beauty and dignity of a 
Christian old age, is a picture which will live in our memories 
in vivid and enduring lineaments. 

In marked contrast with Mr. Wells were the person and 
character of his associate here and elsewhere in the councils of 
the Church, Mr. Hrederick S. Winston. Mr. Winston’s was 
the fervid temperament and the aggressive zeal which, in the 
early days of our City Missions, took him across the East 
River on stormy winter days in an open boat, and made his 
example one that (as one of them told me) often shamed the 
half-heartedness of younger men. Generous in every relation, 
of strong convictions and deep and serious aims, he neglected 
no duty and spared himself no pains, whether in the service of 
this body or in the work of the Church outside of it. 

Of a different training, and unlike his associates whom I 
have named, was the late Mr. Charles Tracy, in that he was 
often heard on this floor, even as he won here the hearty 
respect of those from whom he most widely differed. His ex- 
cellent knowledge of parliamentary usage, his readiness as ‘a 
debater, his clear and acute legal mind, made him one of the 
most helpful and influential laymen who ever rose upon this 
floor. And his strict integrity, his upright life, his warm sym- 
pathies, made him a power outside of it wherever he was heard 
and known. ‘To say that we shall miss him, especially here, is 
feebly to indicate the void which has been made by his 
departure. 7 

Two others there are who were the Senior Wardens respect- 
ively of the Church of the Ascension and St. Bartholomew’s 
Church in this city, Mr. Francis Leland and Mr. Jacob Reese, 
the one widely known as the head of an important banking 
institution, and the other as the custodian of the funds of the 
parish which owed so much to his scrupulous fidelity and 
watchful care. Both these gentlemen were rare types of the 
Christian man of business, and each of them has made the world

richer, not so much by great personal gains, as by an example 
of stainless integrity and unbending uprightness. As I name 
them, let me not forget another, too, Mr. Benjamin B. Sher- 
man, a friend so dear to me and mine, that I may not trust my- 
self to speak of him as I would, but, better than that, a leader 
in the world of business and finance, whose columnar honesty 
and princely benefactions taught to men on ’change a new 
meaning to the stewardship of wealth and its manifold oppor- 
tunities for good rather than evil. 

This list would not be complete did it not include the names 
of Mr. William Moore, of St. Philip’s in the Highlands, of Mr. 
Myndert Fisher, of Grace Church, White Plains, of Mr. Daniel 
LeRoy, of this city, of Mr. James H. Rutter, of Irvington, of 
Mr. Edmund Haight, of Westchester, and last of all, though 
for length of service in this Convention, in which he sat for 
thirty-five years, he might well have been mentioned first, the 
venerable William §. Popham, of Scarsdale, who lived to a 
patriarchal age, and who, dying in the room in which he was 
born, left one clear and continuous record of loyalty to the 
Church and of consistent service to his Master. Each one of 
these brethren represented a record of beneficent service, in the 
Church and in other relations, often large and important, 
which we should be losers to forget. Our responsibilities . 
are so much the larger because they no longer remain to 
share them with us. May the memory of their examples 
quicken and animate us to their more faithful discharge! 

I turn now to the record of official acts and services for the 
past year. 

I have baptized six infants and two adults, have officiated at 
eight marriages and eight funerals. 

The number of persons confirmed during the past Dio- 
cesan year is 3,557. It should, however, be stated that some 
forty of the river parishes and those adjacent, in the counties 
of Putnam, Ulster, Orange, Rockland and Westchester, have 
elected to have a Visitation in the autumn, instead of the spring 
or summer, and this autumnal Visitation will be made during 
the months of October and November. The fruits of the past 
year’s labor, therefore, so far as it appears in the confirmations, 
will be recorded in the Journal for next year. 
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I have celebrated the Holy Communion fifty times, and have 
delivered 359 sermons and addresses. I have administered 
the rite of confirmation twelve times in private, and have visited 
five of our Diocesan Church Schools and addressed them. 
During the year I have laid three corner-stones, as follows: On 
the 12th of November last, at Walden, the corner-stone of a 
parish building; on Thursday, December 4th, at Mamaroneck, 
the corner-stone of the new and beautiful Memorial Church for 
St. Thomas’ Parish, now rapidly approaching completion, and 
of which I shall have occasion to speak more fully when, here- 
after, it shall be my privilege to report its consecration ; and 
on Monday, St. Matthew’s Day, September 21st, at Grace 
Church, West Farms, the corner-stone of a new Church in a 
more desirable situation than that hitherto occupied, and under 
circumstances which augur most encouragingly for the future 
of the parish. On this occasion there were present a goodly 
number of the clergy, and addresses were delivered by the 
Rev. Dr. Evan M. Johnson, of St. Mary’s, Brooklyn; the Rev. 
Wm. White Montgomery, of St. Thomas’ Church, Mamaro- 
neck, and the Rev. Francis Lobdell, D.D., of St. Andrew’s 
Church, New York. At Mamaroneck we were favored with 
addresses from the Rector, with whom we all rejoiced in the 
happy recognition of faithful labors, and from Rey. Dr. Wilbur 
-F. Watkins and the Rev. Horatio Gray, formerly residents of 
Mamaroneck, and the latter for some time one of its Rectors. 

The services of dedication and consecration have been as 
follows: October 2d, 1884, at Cold Spring, a school-house and 
parish building for St. Mary’s Church. Monday, February 2d, 
1885, the Feast of the Purification, the new hall erected for 
St. Stephen’s College, Annandale. The College is now singu- 
larly complete in most of its appointments, and only waits for 
the means which were long ago promised it to enlarge its 
work and open its doors to those whom, for lack of such means, 
it is to-day constrained to turn away. On Monday in Whit- 
sun-week, May 26th, I dedicated the new library building of 
the General Theological Seminary, an admirable structure, 
designed by Mr. Charles C. Haight, and excellently adapted for 
its important uses. On this occasion we were favored with 
the presence of many of the bishops and other clergy, and of 
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laymen from both within and without the Diocese, and brief 
addresses were delivered by the Bishops of New Jersey and 
Sprinefield, the Rev. the Dean, Dr. E. A. Hoffman, the Rev. 
Professor Buel, and Dr. Geo. C. Shattuck, of Boston. Step by 
step this institution, which is designed to be the servant of the 
whole Church, seems to be preparing itself for larger tasks and 
an increased usefulness. 

On the 14th of September I consecrated the Church of the 
Holy Cross, in this city, designed for mission work more 
especially among the large German population who surround 
it, and who are at present only partially reached by such 
ministrations as are at our command. On this occasion the 
sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. Geo. H. Houghton, and 
the Bishops of Central New York and Springfield also took — 
part in the services. The structure is one of great dignity and 
beauty of design, and of solid and substantial construction. On 
the day of consecration it was filled by a congregation, among 
whom the large body of workingmen was a notable feature. 
May Christ be preached in this holy and beautiful house to 
many weary and heavy laden souls in all the fullness of His 
perfect and completed sacrifice ! 

On the Sixteenth Sunday after Trinity, September 20th, at 
Rosendale, Ulster County, I consecrated All Saints’ Church, a 
building which largely owes its existence to the generosity of a 
single family, of whose constant and helpful services to the 
Church in Ulster County I desire to make this public mention. 
The edifice is of stone, excellently built and appointed, and 
will long remain, I trust, to witness for Christ and His 
truth, 

It was also my privilege, on the 21st of January last, to take 
part in the services on the occasion of the formal opening of 
St. James’ Church, New York. This parish has greatly im- 
proved the situation of its Church edifice, has reared a noble 
and beautiful house of worship, with every convenience for 
work as well as worship, and under auspices which promise for 
it greatly increased usefulness.and influence in a rapidly grow- 
ing neighborhood. On this occasion the sermon was preached 
by the Assistant Bishop of Mississippi, who also did me the kind- ~ 
ness to address the Southern Convocation on a subsequent day. 
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I have also to record a first visit, on the afternoon of the First 
Sunday after Easter, to the newly erected chapel and day 
nursery of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Harlem, which has 
been completed and set apart for missionary service since the 
last Convention. Ido not know many instances in which so 
much has been so happily and tastefully combined, and the 
people who have reared it may well be congratulated upon so 
substantial an evidence of parochial progress. 

Passing now from the record of corner-stones laid and of 
Churches consecrated, I would report that during the past year 
there have been admitted eight postulants for Holy Orders. 
There are at present nine candidates for Deacon’s Orders 
only; the number of candidates for Deacon’s and Priest’s 
Orders is thirty-three. Twelve candidates for Holy Orders 
have been ordained Deacons. Six Deacons have been ad- 
vanced to the Priesthood. Fifteen Presbyters, one Deacon 
and two candidates for Holy Orders have been received into 
the Diocese. Fourteen Presbyters, two Deacons and three 
candidates for Holy Orders have been transferred to other 
Dioceses, 

In addition to the foregoing, a detailed record including con- 
firmations and other offices performed during the past year, not 
already enumerated, will be found appended to this address. 
Among them, however, were some services of such special in- 
terest and importance, that I may not pass them by in silence. 
Almost immediately after the adjournment of our last Conven- 
tion, I was called, as already stated, to St. Mary’s Parish, Cold 
Spring, to conduct a Service of Benediction of the new school- 
~ house or Parish building erected by individual beneficence, 
and a little later at Walden I laid the corner-stone of a Parish 
house for St. Andrew’s Church. Both these undertakings 
follow an example set in St. Peter’s House, St. Thomas’ House, 
and Grace House, in this city, in the admirable building con- 
nected with St. Augustine’s Chapel and in the complete and 
very interesting enterprise known as the Christian Insti- 
tute in East Thirty-first Street—the latter built and main- 
tained by a single layman at a cost of some fifty thou- 
sand dollars, and conducted, I believe, entirely at his own 
expense. In all these cases, and in others like them, the 
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buildings erected or provided are not (or at any rate not merely) 
chapels or Sunday-schools, but designed rather for other 
and more various uses. They are, in a word, an explicit recog- 
nition of the Church’s duty to adapt her activities to the 
changing wants of the changed times, and to stem the progress 
of intemperance and vice by means which afford a point of 
contact with all sorts and conditions of men. We may well be 
afraid of a supreme faith in complicated and multiplied ma- 
chinery as the most efficient way of doing that work of instruc- 
tion, of conversion, of sanctification, which can be done alone by 
those divinely consecrated instrumentalities, the Word and 
Sacraments, of which first of all the Great Head of the Church 
has made us the stewards and keepers. But on the other 
hand, we have no less need to be afraid of that slumberous and 
suspicious conservatism which disdains all untried methods, 
and which refuses to adapt itself to fresh and unprecedented 
emergencies by calling to its aid new, or at any rate unfamiliar, 
agencies in dealing with them. The work is substantially one 
and the same in all ages, it may be said, and John the Baptist 
did his with no other equipment than a hair shirt and a leathern 
girdle. Yes, the work is one, whether it be a warfare with 
swords and spears or with all the ingenuities of modern artil- 
lery, but as no one would be content in the one case to return 
to the weapons of our ancestors, it is not easy to see why he 
should do so in the other. 

And here let me say explicitly, that I have in mind not only 
the’buildings that we rear, and the reading, or recreation, or 
club-rooms that we open, but any and all of those other agen- 
cies which in our day are being devised and revived for help- 
ing men and women to find their way out of darkness into the 
light—to be purer or more temperate or more devout; and 
which are in some aspects of its associated life, the most con- 
spicuous features of the work of the Church. The Church 
Temperance Society and its affiliated organizations, the White 
Cross Society, the “Girls’ Friendly,” Sisterhoods and Brother- 
hoods—all these fellowships and others like them, may easily 
be criticised, as threatening to engross an enthusiasm which 
may best be employed in that greater brotherhood and sister- 
hood, that older and more divinely constituted society and fel- 
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lowship, which is the Church itself. But from the beginning 
there have been special aptitudes to be exercised and special 
interests to be cared for, and the Apostolic creation of the 
Diaconate is a recognition of that fact, which we may not 
belittle nor ignore. 1 do not, I need hardly say, undertake to 
claim for those voluntary associations and agencies the same 
measure of authority, but I do maintain that, as in a family 
some members may have their special interest and realm of 
service, so it may not unwisely be in that larger family which 
we call the Church. To make all these voluntary agencies a 
part of the canonical system of the Church, is not, in my judg- 
ment, necessary, nor would it be wise. They imply by their 
very existence a certain freedom of action which it would not 
be possible to control, and which it would, perhaps, be fatal to 
their existence to attempt minutely to direct. If they return 
to excesses which have been the shame of other days, there is 
an enlightened public sentiment in the Church, and a jealousy 
of secrecy and of the excesses of priestly or prelatical authority, 
which may safely be trusted to rebuke and to resist them. 
And, if they may not have the encouragement of Episcopal 
countenance in their aims, whatever may be one’s doubt some- 
times as to the wisdom and timeliness of their methods, they 
may at least be strengthened and restrained by our prayers 
that God may guide their activities and overrule their mistakes 
for the good of souls and the glory of His name! 

It is in this connection appropriate that I should speak of the 
Mission which is proposed to be held in this city, at the be- 
ginning of the coming Advent season. Unlike many of my 
brethren who hear me, I have had no opportunity to observe 
the actual workings of a Mission in our Mother Church, and 
have no other knowledge of its methods or results than is 
within the reach of Churchmen anywhere. But there are those 
whose knowledge of such methods is personal and extensive— 
there are others whose enquiries in regard to them have been 
minute and thorough, and there are others still, and of these I 
am one, who are profoundly sensible with what indifferent 
success after all we are doing the work to which our Master 
has commissioned us. And just here, I may venture to urge a 
consideration drawn from our common experience, the force 
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of which will, I think, be hardly disputed. No priest or pastor, 
no devout layman, has ever passed through the season of Lent 
without at some time or other owning how special efforts to 
search out and arouse the careless have re-acted in lasting 
blessing to his own soul. A sermon to the unconverted, a 
penitential service for the erring or the indifferent, an effort to 
recover to the reverent use of the ordinances and sacraments 
of the Church those who have long neglected them, these may 
not always be successful; but one thing we do know—that they 
do not leave us where they found us, and that more than once 
it has happened that whether those for whom we have striven 
have turned and repented or no, God Has left a blessing be- 
hind Him. The Cross has come to be a more real thing to us, 
and its august and awful sacrifice a mightier power in our own 
lives ! 

It may easily be, that in the proposed Mission in New York 
all that we hope or aim to effect may not be accomplished. It 
may easily be, and of that I think it right to make the most 
candid and unreserved mention, that methods that are adapted 
to another ecclesiastical meridian are intrinsically unsuited to 
our own. It may also be that, in so far as they have any dis- 
tinctive quality and value they have already been abundantly 
tested in this land—though, at this point we may wisely re- 
member that they have never heretofore been employed (as 
they will be in this case) by those whose training and taste, so 
far as the uses of religious excitement are concerned, have so 
taught them to be impatient of mere emotionalism. Never- 
theless, when all this is said, this single fact remains, that never 
before has so united, so extensive and so many-sided an effort 
been proposed among us to enlist all classes of Church people 
and every individual layman and laywoman of whatever gift 
and opportunity, in one common effort to lift up the spiritual 
level of our people and to send us all forth together to seek 
and to save that which is lost. And, therefore, I cannot bring 
myself to believe that, however little’a Mission may realize our 
immediate hopes as to the rescue of those for whose salvation 
it is primarily intended, it will not issue in a general quicken- 
ing of our own spiritual life, and real awakening of our 
united activities. For that awakening, the cause of God 
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stands waiting, and if I could repeat to you, here, what 
has been told to me by those who have been conferring to- 
gether during the past year, of that quickening and deepening 
of their own spiritual life which has come to them from those 
Monday celebrations of the Holy Communion in the early 
morning with the subsequent meetings for prayer and confer- 
ence—how hearts have been stirred and warmed, how mutual 
suspicions and prejudices have been dispelled, how the gravity 
of a great crisis in the Church’s life has dawned upon them, 
how the need of making our common Christianity a more real 
and helpful thing to that great multitude who now disdain its 
influences or neglect its ordinances, how the work of the min- 
istry and the tremendous responsibilities of Christian disciple- 
ship in these days and in this city—how all these have been 
brought back to them, I am sure you would own with them 
that no method was to be neglected which had in it the promise 
of still larger benefits and yet more enduring results. 

From “The Mission” in the restricted sense in which that 
term has thus far been used, I may well pass to speak of the 
Missionary work of the Diocese, as it waits to be done in this 
city or beyond it. No one thing has for the past year engaged 
so large a share of my attention, and it is my hope that 
changes, for which the way is gradually being prepared, may 
enable us to undertake this work with increased activity and 
with a larger measure of success. A yearago I referred to the 
necessities of our Missionary work elsewhere than in the city 
and of the need of some modification of our methods for doing 
it, The subject was subsequently referred to a special com- 
mittee who have given it careful consideration and who will 
submit to you their report. Meantime I may state here some 
conclusions to which I have been brought, and such measures 
as I would venture to suggest. 

And first, in regard to Mission work outside of the city of 
New York. We have, I think, given the parochial system a 
fair trial and have learned what it can do. In considerable 
communities where the Church is self-supporting, it has un- 
doubted advantages, and is doing an excellent work. But 
elsewhere, in places where the population is sparse and fugi- 
tive, at Mission stations where there is no village, in places 
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where other religious bodies have largely occupied the 
ground, the results have not been so satisfactory. The record 
of ministerial service has been one of frequent change and of 
meagre fruits. There has been a large expenditure of strength 
and means offset by slender gains and constant and disheart- 
ening losses. And most discouraging of all, there has been a 
growing sense of labor misapplied and of powers inade- 
quately employed. Our brethren in the country parishes are 
much criticised because they are so restless and fickle, and be- 
cause they seem to regard themselves so often as fitted for some 
more active sphere. But I imagine that most of us would 
judge them more generously if we understood their position 
more intelligently. It is disheartening to be set down where 
there is such small promise of growth, and where often there 
is so little to call forth one’s energies and enthusiasm. And, 
on the other hand, it is a grave question whether we are mak- 
ing the best use of the forces at our command, when we are . 
distributing them with so little regard to the work to be done, 
or the results to be achieved. It would be an interesting and 
suggestive group of statistics if we could have shown to us the 
proportion of the clergy to the denser or to the more sparsely 
settled parts of the Diocese respectively—if we could see the 
Missions and Missionary stations on the one hand, and the 
souls to be ministered to on the other. | 
And so far as our Mission work outside of New York is con- 
cerned, our present system is almost absolutely prohibitory of 
Church extension or aggressive Christian work. At best our 
work is little more than conservative of points already occu- 
pied. We have not one single Missionary outside of the City 
of New York who is not also, in fact, if not in name, the Rector 
of a Parish. How can such an one go out into the wilderness 
and seek for the lost sheep until he find them? He is bound, 
hand and foot, by his particular engagements to a Parish, from 
which usually his support is mainly derived. And the Deans of 
Convocation are Deans onlyin name. If within the boundaries 
of their Convocations a Parish or Missionary station becomes 
vacant, they cannot go except ona week-day, when the people 
are all at work, to minister to it. The Bishop turns to them 
for help in perplexities that will not let him sleep, and though 
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they would fain come to his relief, they are largely power- 
less to do so. I am deeply persuaded that for such a con- 
dition of things there is but one means of relief, and that 
it is to be found in the restoration of the primitive Diaconate. 
We want to be not above learning from the wisdom both of the 
past and of the present. Other religious bodies are doing 
a work to-day which we have hardly begun to do; and they 
are doing it because, by the constitution of their ministry, 
whatever may seem to us its essential defects, they are follow- 
ing the Apostolic pattern. They have a primitive diaconate in 
itinerant ministers and local preachers. And until the Church 
has something answering to this—a lght infantry, mobile, en- 
thusiastic, and above all under constant and competent over- 
sight, she will do her work at an enormous disadvantage. 

To this end three things are necessary— 

(a.) The men, 

(b.) The training of the.men, and 

(c.) An organized system, under which they may do their 
work. 

(a.) It has been to secure these three conditions for such an 
experiment that I have been much occupied during the past 
year. The greatest difficulty seemed to be the first: to find 
the men. The Church ordains, annually, many Deacons, but 
she makes no provision for their doing diaconal work. By her 
usual treatment of them she implies that the Diaconate is an 
ecclesiastical fiction, and by summoning them straightway to 
the cure of a parish she implies that they are competent to her 
most responsible tasks. 

In our own case, however, this condition of things is gra- 
ciously qualified by the fact, that.a large proportion of our 
candidates for Orders are beneficiaries of the Society for the 
Promotion of Religion and Learning, and this has afforded an 
opportunity for urging a claim which no manly mind would 
care to disregard. By its recent action, adopted with much 
unanimity and after long consideration, the Society now says 
in substance to its beneficiaries, “ You owe your education to 
the generosity of your mother the Church. It is true that 
long continued custom has largely abridged the authority of 
the Diocesan to direct the services of Deacons as need may 
require—that they are usually, practically, at liberty to accept 
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calls and to seek out such fields of labor as they may see fit. 
But, plainly, in your case, such liberty, even if canonically it 
existed, as it does not, may wisely be abridged. You are to- 
day in debt. The Church asks you to pay that debt by your 
voluntary service in the Diaconate, for such compensation, and 
at such places as may be assigned to you in the Missionary 
work of the Diocese. And in accepting her benefactions, here- 
after, this is to be explicitly understood between you and her 
as an honorable and invariable compact.” 

In this way it has seemed to those who have given it their 
consideration, two important ends were secured. First, those 
who had come under obligation to the Church for aid in pre- 
paring for the ministry were afforded an opportunity, in some 
measure at any rate, of definitely discharging that obligation, 
and, again, the authorities of the Diocese secured a more clearly 
defined hold upon the men needed as deacons in the Mission- 
ary work. 

(b) And then, next to the men stood the means for training 
the men. Such a plan asI have thus far sketched implies a 
Diocesan Centre—a Clergy House, in which some at least of 
the Deacons can from time to time be resident, and where some 
system of training, to be a part so to speak of the super- 
graduate course of the seminary in what might well be called 
the Science of Applied Christianity, could be carried on. I am 
deeply grateful to be able to record at this point that the muni- 
ficent generosity of one* to whom the Church in this Diocese 
is already indebted in many ways, has enabled me to announce 
that the realization of this plan need not be far distant. It is 
proposed that this building shall contain accommodations such 
as shall make it the working headquarters of the Diocese,—an 
office for the Bishop, a hall for business meetings of the clergy, 
reading, lodging and other rooms for the Deacons in residence 
and engaged in Mission work in the city, and also for others 
engaged in Diocesan Missions and who may be ‘in transitu. It 
is also intended to provide for the superintendent, who will 


* Miss Catharine Lorillard Wolfe, who in pursuance of the wise benefac- 
tions of her father, the late John David Wolfe, of this city, to educational 
work in our Western Missionary Jurisdictions, has herself planted more than 
one Diocesan school, and aided in the maintenance of many more, has by her 
pledge made it possible to inaugurate this work both of Missions and of 
more efficient ministerial training in the Diocese of New York. 
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have the more immediate oversight of the practical training of 
the Deacons and consequently (for the two things will neces- 
sarily be closely connected) the general charge of the work of 
City Missions. 

(c) And this involves the third requirement: a method or 
system of training for those thus gathered for diaconal work. 
It is here that there exists our most serious desideratum, 
—a scheme of instruction and practice combined which shall 
make of the theorist an efficient minister of Christ, trained in 
approaching and in dealing with men, in the problems of Pa- 
rish life and personal ministration to the sick—in the hand to 
hand work, in a word, which our needs demand, and for which 
the Church to-day pre-eminently waits. And in those who are 
competent to give to their brethren in the Diaconate such in- 
struction, this Diocese and this city are pre-eminently rich. 
It must be admitted that no where else in America are 
the moral and spiritual problems which challenge the min- 
istry to-day so focalized as in this great city; and as one 
who knows something of his brethren and of their work, 
I do not hesitate to claim for the men who are at the 
head of our city Parishes—some of them a Diocese almost in 
itself, and carrying on a work as large and important as many a 
Diocese—the knowledge and experience and trained ability 
mach will make their instruction, if we can secure it by 
courses of lectures or otherwise, of incalculable value to those 
who may be able to avail themselves of it. In the training of 
a physician, what was once known as “ walking the hospitals ” 
or “ clinical” teaching, is still a large part of his professional 
education. When we have something of the same sort in con- 
nection with what may be learned from the work of such Pa- 
rishes as Trinity, St. George’s, Calvary, Grace, the Church of the 
Holy Communion and many others, we shall have secured, I 
believe, a large and lasting increase in the efficiency of those 
whom we admit to the higher ministries of the Church. 

As thus hastily sketched, it will be observed that such a plan 
as this involves some considerable modification of the work of 
our City Missions. The importance of this, not always recog- 
nized amid more pressing claims of a parochial character, we 
all nevertheless admit. But to give it its due recognition, our 
City Mission work needs to be at once more compact, more 
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mobile, and, I do not hesitate to add, in more direct contact 
with the Bishop. The poor of a great city, the outcast and 
stranger, the criminal and the pauper, should be preeminently 
his parishioners; and, on the other hand, they who seek them 
out should be, in a very close relation of service and counsel, 
his assistants and vicars. Iam glad to be able to say that a 
movement to this end in our Board of Management of the City 
Missions (originating largely with a judicious and experienced 
layman) is already, I think I may say, on the way to successful 
accomplishment. 

So extensive a scheme as I have thus indicated, involving so 
many interests, calling for considerable expenditure, and neces- 
sitating the harmonizing of such various forces and activities, 
cannot, I need hardly say, be set to work ina day. Indeed, it 
can only be set to work at all, so far as I am able to secure the 
generous confidence and co-operation of those to whom I speak 
this morning. I would that I were as sure of my own strength 
and wisdom as 1 am of that! Already I have been much en- 
couraged by the interest and sympathy shown for the general 
plan which I have here rehearsed by our various Convocations, 
to whom I have spoken freely on the subject at various times 
during the past two years. 

And here I may remark that these meetings of the several Con- 
vocations are becoming of increasing importance to the work 
of the Diocese, as they have become, as I think those who have 
shared in them will agree with me in saying, of increased in- 
terest. Inthe Convocational idea there is the germ of an agency 
capable of large efficiency just in proportion as its responsibil- 
ities are increased and its duties and powers defined. At 
present the Convocations are purely voluntary associations un- 
recognized by this body and wholly disconnected with the 
organic system of the Diocese. In other Dioceses, e. g. Connecti- 
cut, this is different. The various Convocations, or Archdea- 
conries as they are called, are defined both as to boundaries 
and powers by canon, and are a very efficient as well as strictly 
integral part of the Missionary work of the Diocese. Some 
such changes as may effect something like this, will, I hope, en- 
gage the attention of the Convention. . 

Passing now to other matters of Diocesan interest, it is 
proper that I should make record here of the Service commem- 
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orative of the one hundredth anniversary of the consecration 
of the first Bishop for America,’which was held on the 14th of 
November last, in Trinity Church, New York. The sermon 
(subsequently published by request) was preached by the Rec- 
tor, the Rey. Dr. Morgan Dix, and a large assemblage of the 
clergy and laity, together with the welcome presence of my dear 
brother the Bishop of New Jersey, testified to the interest of the 
occasion. 

It is also proper that I should make record here of confer- 
ences for the clergy had in this city on December 8th and 17th 
last and at subsequent dates, when, after a celebration of the 
Holy Communion, the question of the proposed Mission and 
other kindred matters were considered. It is a happy outcome 
of these gatherings that next month at Garrison’s we are all to 
come together for a series of quiet days, when we shall be 
addressed by one who comes to us from our Mother Church, 
and when an opportunity will be afforded to the clergy for such 
special devotions, self-examination, and meditation as our too 
feverish life so greatly needs. I take it upon myself to bid you 
all to this Retreat, which will be held during October 13th and 
the two following days. 

During last winter the Conferences for Women, begun during 
the winter of 1883-4, were resumed, and I was favored in their 
conduct with the valuable assistance of the Bishops of Easton 
and Centrat New York and the Rev. Dr. Dix. One result of 
these Conferences, was a meeting of Church workers, extending 
over two days and held in January last in this city. It was a 
remarkable gathering, of continuous and surprising interest, 
and as the outcome of it there has been awaked an enthusiasm 
for the extension of the work of women in the Church, from 
which, I believe, we may augur the happiest results. 

In this connection—for the work of churchwomen has much 
to do with the organization and administration of charity—I 
desire to call the attention of my brethren to the Charity Or- 
ganization Society of this city, and its important and helpful 
relation to our individual, parochial and institutional almsgiving 
and methods of charitable relief. This Society, formed upon 
the model of one with which the late, and, I believe, also the 
present Archbishop of Canterbury have been officially con- 
nected, recognizes the fact that, next to the help of almsgiving, 
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is the possible peril of it, and aims by a wise system of inter- 
communication and registry to discourage the growth among 
us of a chronic mendicancy and to facilitate a prudent and 
elevating administration of the various forms of relief. It has 
already vindicated the wisdom of its founders, and I trust that 
its operations may be extended throughout the Diocese. But 
it largely depends upon the cordial co-operation of the clergy, 
and I hope that those to whom I speak may see their way to 
give it, without reserve. 

Before concluding this record of official acts, I have to make 
mention of having taken part in the consecration of two 
Bishops, the Rev. Dr. George Worthington and the Rev. Dr. 
Samuel D. Ferguson. Dr. Worthington was consecrated at 
Detroit, where he had been for seventeen years the honored 
and efficient Rector of St. John’s Church, on St. Matthias’ Day, 
February 24th, to be Bishop of Nebraska, and the Church has 
thus secured a wise and faithful successor to the lamented Clark- 
son. On this occasion I preached the sermon. Dr. Ferguson 
was consecrated Missionary Bishop of Cape Palmas in Grace 
Church, New York, on St. John Baptist’s day, June 24th, on 
which occasion it was my privilege to act as one of the present- 
ers. It was a memorable day, for it was the first consecration 
of a Bishop of the African race for our own Church, and now 
that a black man has a seat in our House of Bishops, I trust it 
will not be long before his right to a seat elsewhere may cease 
to be seriously challenged. We may well be watchful lest we 
admit to the Ministry, unfit men whether white or black; but 
when once we have given to one the Church’s ordination, we 
may wisely consent to give him those other rights which ordi- — 
narily go with it. 

These are the gains to our American Episcopate. There is 
but one loss to record—but what a loss! The Bishop of 
Easton has finished his Missionary work—for a Missionary 
work it was from the beginning to the end, and the tired brain 
and hands are at rest. He died, I believe, of angina pectoris, — 
and appropriately, for his great heart throbbed responsively to 
every sorrowful plea, and went out unreservedly to the least 
and lowliest of his brethren. Bishop Lay was called, sometimes, 
the Leighton of the American Church, and the gifts and graces 
of the great Archbishop lived anew in him in such generous 
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measure that no one disputed the fitness of the designation, 
What he was as a ruler, a scholar, a preacher, a citizen, most of 
you know as well as I, but observing him as I did while serv- 
ing him and others for seventeen years as Secretary of the 
House of Bishops, I came to think of him chiefly as a coun- 
selor. He was a wise man, and fearless. He saw the issues of 
proposed lines of action with a marvelous and almost unerring 
vision. His voice was never uncertain, and it was never fever- 
ish nor impatient. His very presence calmed and restrained, 
and his opinions, gently and quietly expressed and singularly 
just and fair, had the force and solemnity often times of a 
judicial decision. His loss to the House in which he sat for 
nearly thirty years, to the Diocese of which he was the first 
Bishop, and to the whole Church in this land, is one which may 
well make us go mourning for many days. May God give to 
us all something of his singular simplicity, dignity and devo- 
tion in his Master’s work! 

I cannot draw this address to a close without making record 
at this point of my often indebtedness to brethren to whom I 
have been under obligation for personal help in many ways and 
on many occasions. ‘To the Rectors of Trinity, Grace and Zion 
Church, and the Church of the Holy Communion in this city, 
and of Christ Church, Riverdale, and St. Barnabas, Irvington, 
who have severally come to my assistance when temporarily 
disabled, and to the Rev. Dr. W. E. Ejigenbrodt,* the 
Rev. Dr. J. R. Davenport, the Rev. Dr. John J. Roberts, 
the Rev. William Walsh, and the Deans and Secretaries 
of our Convocations, all of whom have rendered services for 
which I had no other claim than that of brotherly courtesy, I 
desire here to make mention of my grateful acknowledgements. 
In the case of some of these brethren who, being without cures, 
have been free for frequent service in aid of parishes tempo- 
rarily vacant, or clergymen temporarily disabled, I have been 
helped by continued assistance, which has made the whole Dio- 
cese their debtors. I make mention of it here, because I hail 
such extra-parochial services as a cheering sign of that closer 
and kindlier fellowship which must first come to pass before we 
can strive together, with one heart and one mind for those 
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larger interests of the whole Church in this Diocese, which we 
are here to-day to promote and to conserve. ; 

There are two words of caution which I may not leave un- 
spoken on this occasion, and for which I ask your considera- 
tion. The first relates to the due protection of our people from 
the ministrations of those who have not been licensed for that 
purpose. I have been pained and surprised on several occa- 
sions to find that persons who have come here from foreign 
countries have been admitted to minister in our Churches witz- 
out any knowledge of their ministerial character and stand- 
ing, and simply upon their own representations, and that, as a 
consequence, men who had been deposed. from the Ministry 
for the gravest reasons were, nevertheless, performing the most 
sacred offices without let or hindrance. Iam constrained to 
remind you, that the provisions of the canon on this point 
are plain and’ explicit, and that it is at the peril of the 
whole discipline of the Church that we disregard them. Of 
course, where a foreign clergyman is personally known to a 
Presbyter of this Diocese, he may be asked to officiate at a 
single service, without the formality of a license, but where 
strangers present themselves, even though they may be able to 
show letters of Orders, the Church requires that those letters 
shall be authenticated by the license of the Ordinary. No 
right-minded man will resent so proper a precaution, and if it 
seem ungracious to insist upon it toward brethren from 
abroad, it is enough to remember that it is made applicable to 
all of us alike, Bishops, Priests and Deacons, when we our- 
selves cross the sea. Moreover, without some such precaution, 
there is absolutely no protection against a system of deliberate 
imposture, whose brazen success has often involved Parishes 
in painful embarrassments and brought scandal upon the whole 
Church. It will be a safe rule to follow, that before any 
stranger be permitted to officiate, he shall exhibit to the 
Minister or Wardens some proper credential of his authority 
for doing so. 

And in connection with this matter of credentials, suffer me 
to call the attention of my brethren of the clergy, and of the laity 
here present who represent the vestries of our several Parishes, 
to the grave responsibility involved in recommending persons 
as candidates for Holy Orders. It has been urged sometimes 
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that such responsibility should be left almost exclusively to 
those who ordain candidates for the ministry; but it is enough 
to say in answer to that, that, as a matter of fact, it has not 
been so left. The provisions of Canon I. of Title I. of the 
Digest are in no way ambiguous, nor are the questions which 
stand at the threshold of the services for ordering Deacons 
and Priests, and which are asked, not of the candidate, but of 
him who presents him. It is not enough that one thinks a 
person seeking the Ministry a well-intentioned and estimable 
young man. “Take heed,” says the Church, “that the person 
whom ye present be apt and meet.’ Piety is not aptness ; 
cleverness is not meetness. Competency to exercise the Min- 
istry after some fashion, is not competency to exercise it 
“ duly, to the honor of God and the edifying of His Church.” 
I believe I am not alone in my conviction on this point, and 
that many of my brethren are sensible of the evil of admitting 
as candidates for the Ministry 'persons imperfectly known, 
hastily certified and essentially unfit. But whether I have your 
concurrence in this matter or not, [am in no doubt about my 
own duty. I cannot receive, and I will not accept, men who 
are sent to me without clear, definite and intelligent testimony 
on the part of those who send them, as to their fitness for the 
calling to which they aspire. Is it said that the Church needs 
ministers, that she must have them, and that she must not be 
too particular where she gets them? I answer that that is 
precisely the cry that, to-day, needs to be resisted and re- 
sented, in the very interest in which it is urged. It is because 
it has been already too often weakly yielded to, that we fail to 
command a class of young men who will not be coaxed by a 
dole, and who resent, almost as an indignity, any unworthy 
concession, whether in the Church’s demands for scholarship 
or character. Observe, I am not saying that we get no men of 
this better and more self-respecting class, or that our Ministry 
is recruited mainly from the inefficient or the unlearned. 
Thank God, our gains in this matter have been far better than 
our methods often deserve. But our vigilance and sense of 
personal responsibility, our strictness in holding men to the 
conditions of the Church’s requirements, need, all of them, to 
be increased, and in this matter, I can do but little, save 
as you clergymen and laymen alike shall enable me to do 
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so. It isa matter of profound thankfulness that our General 
Seminary is now in a position to maintain a resolute front 
on this question, and I think it will be admitted that its 
standards, both of scholarship and of character, are thoroughly 
creditable to those who are responsible for them. In this con- 
nection, I would call attention to the series of questions for 
the Bishop’s Trinity Examinations appended to this address, 
and set for the candidates ordained to the Diaconate in June 
last. It is my purpose to issue a similar series in connection 
with every Trinity Ordination, and it will be expected that 
persons ordained to the Diaconate shall have answered cor- 
rectly, at least a majority of them. Meantime, I commend the 
whole subject to your helpful consideration. 

For, fathers and brethren, the issues before us are grave, 
and we need to be well furnished to face them. The decay of 
simpler manners, the decay of a reverent faith, the impatience 
of parental authority, the weakened ties of home, the preva- 
lence of commercial dishonesty, and above all, I think, the 
appalling growth of luxury, which is the clue to almost all the 
rest, what is it to rehearse these things but to say that the 
truths for which the Church and her divine message stand 
have become blurred and indistinct in men’s minds, and that 
God and duty and accountability are, with multitudes of 
people, spectres of a vanishing mirage? ‘There are those who 
tell us that so to read the signs of the times is dismally and 
superficially to misread them, and that all this laxity and law- 
lessness is simply the inevitable condition of the dawn of a more 
rational and right-seeing era. I wish that I could believe so! 
We are not any of us, I trust, impatient of fresh light nor of 
new truth, but it may at least be demanded of new truth that it 
shall have somewhere some token of kinship with the old, and 
that patriarch and prophet, lawgiver and apostle, nay the 
person of Christ himself, shall not be dismissed to the realm of 
exploded myths or reduced to the level of a transient enthusi- 
asm. And most of all, it may surely be demanded that if an 
age which teaches us to disesteem the Holy Scriptures, as no 
better than the Vedas and Shastas and Korans of other reli- 
gions, is the harbinger of a brighter dawn, of purer morals, of a 
loftier sainthood, it shall give us some evidence among its 
disciples that it is producing such results. I confess I cannot 
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find them. I find many men who disparage dogma and sneer 
at the Bible, and disesteem the order and sacraments of God’s 
divine society in the world. But I do not find that these are 
the men who are doing the most to solve the problems of our 
human society, to lift up its fallen ones, to seek the outcast, to 
comfort the broken hearted, to save the lost. And until we 
do, I think that we may well pause before we consent to for- 
sake or to disesteem the faith of our fathers or the fellowship 
of the Saints. 

And this not at all because there is nothing in the Church and 
in some of its more conspicuous tendencies to-day to give us 
cause for watchfulness, if not for grave and anxious apprehen- 
sion. There is, and we shall do well tosay so, and that frankly. 
There is the love of ease, the love of gain, the love of place and 
of power, and with all these an indifference to common inter- 
ests, a selfish absorption in that which is our own, which ought 
to stir us with sorrow and shame. And besides this, there is 
one particular drift of which no thinking man can be insensible, 
and whose issues it needs no seer to foretell. If I were asked to 
say what were that other tendency in matters of religion, which 
stands over against the bald humanitarianism to which I have 
referred and which disparages Christ and disowns the saving 
power of His Cross, I should say that it was especially in the 
outward expression of religious faith and worship, a wide- 
spread tendency to the scenic and, I had almost said, the acro- 
batic and spectacular—a tendency which is to be seen not only 
amone ourselves, but, in larger or smaller measure, in almost 
all religious communions—-which exaggerates the value of im- 
pressions over convictions, of emotion over conduct, of a repre- 
sentation over something else, the results of which are not in 
temporary feeling but in permanent edification. It is an era 
when the theatre has come to be an integral factor in the lives 
and interests of more people in this land than ever before. It is 
a time when more Christians and Church people frequent the 
theatre than ever before. Let us take care that we do not 
bring the theatre back with us into the Church! The springs 
of human character will never be touched and changed by 
merely outward shows. That is the work of the Spirit of God 
upon the conscience, the affections, the will. Impressions, 
emotions, feelings, these are one thing—the new creature, 
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which is in Christ Jesus, that is quite another! The beauty of 
holiness ? most surely we want it ; the stateliness and solem- 
nity of sacred things for sacred uses? most surely we need 
them! But the truth that transforms the whole man, and 
makes him the bondman of Jesus Christ, we want that most 
of all. 

And so over against the vision of these opposite drifts of the 
hour, to a meagre intellectualism on the one hand and to a 
scenic formalism on the other, there rises another and a nobler 
fabric, reared of living stones, and whose Builder and Maker 
is God. It is a temple, whose sober and solemn worship is 
chastened by an august simplicity and founded upon essential 
truths. Itisatemple to which men shall be drawn, not to 
eratify a vagrant curiosity, but to meet and satisfy undying 
wants. Itis atemple which witnesses to historic facts, and 
which begets and deepens profound convictions. Believe me, 
nothing short of these will long influence thoughtful men or 
permanently control their conduct. We want a wide-spread 
reform in morals, is it said, a quickening and awakening of the 
moral sense in the Church as well as in the world? Yes, 
verily! and we shall get it in only one way. A great Arch- 
bishop* has lately drawn for us the picture of the Seven 
Churches of Asia Minor and of the issue of their corruptions 
and backslidings: 

‘“ Assuredly it is very well worthy of notice that the two 
Churches which spiritually have sunk the lowest, that, namely, 
of Sardis and this of Laodicea, are also the only two in which 
there are no traces either of adversaries from without, or of 
hinderers to the truth from within .* | *  *) 73 
neither Nicolaitans nor Jezebelites, nor those who say that 
they are Jews and are not. We have notice of none of 
these seeking to seduce Christ’s servants, and giving them 
no choice but earnestly to contend for the truth, if they 
would not be robbed of it altogether. From the lukewarm- 
ness and faintness of these Churches, from the indifference 
and lethargy into which they who had no truth to secure or 
defend from gainsayers were sunk, we may gather a pregnant 
hint of all which the Church owes to heresies and heretics, 
that, one after another, have disturb her repose. * * *

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Contending against these gainsayers, she has learned not 
merely to define more precisely, but to grasp more firmly, 
and to prize more dearly, that truth of which they would fain 
have deprived her. * * * * What would the Church of 
the second century have been, if she had never learned her 
strength, and the treasures of wisdom and knowledge which 
she had in Christ Jesus, in the course of that tremendous 
conflict with the Gnostics which through all that century she 
sustained? * * * * ‘The zeal of the adversaries of the 
truth served often to excite the zeal and love, which might 
else have abated, of her friends * * * * Perhaps the 
Sardian and Laodicean Churches gloried in their freedom from 
conflicts which were agitating, disquieting, and shaking, it 
may have been, Churches around them. But we may be bold 
to say, that in a world of imperfections like ours, it argued no 
_ healthy spiritual life that there were none there to call the 
truth into question and debate. * * * * If there isa 
spiritual condition which is above errors (though hardly to be 
found in this present world), so also there is one which is 
beneath them, when all in a Church is dead ‘as the fat weed 
that rots on Lethe’s wharf,’ when there is not interest enough 
in theology, not care enough to know anything certain about 
God, or about man’s relation to God, even to generate a 
heresy.” And surely, he might have added, no struggle to 
purify the early Church would have been more impotent 
than that which, merely striving to reform its manners, failed 
to reach those foundation springs of Godward faith, and con- 
tending earnestly for these, to plant men’s feet on that eternal 
Rock, from which they can never be shaken or removed. 

And even so to-day. A clearer apprehension, and so a 
firmer grasp of the faith, this we need first of all, and then a 
deeper conviction of that abiding fellowship between the 
conscience and the convictions and all human conduct—this 
is what we wait for. The demand of the hour, we are told, is 
the divorce of theology and morality. Men and brethren! the 
decay of the one means the doom of the other! Men may dis- 
parage the Trinity and the Incarnation and the being and mis- 
sion of God the Holy Ghost as they will. But the men who 
shook the world were tlfe men who believed these things and 
believed them with their whole heart. Take any one of these 
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truths that you please, let it be the most seemingly difficult 
and recondite, and you will discover that long before Christi- 
anity was recognized as a philosophy, before it had attracted 
into its service the genius of Alexandrian thought, before 
Athanasius, before Origen, before Clement of Alexandria, in 
the very first Christian apologists and the earliest Christian 
martyrs, the truth of the Trinity was found to be a living and 
operative belief.* 

And so with all the rest. In these were the springs of action, 
the motives to duty, the resistless spell that constrained the 
conscience and the will. And it has been so ever since. When 
I look for the Saints of God, I do not find them among the men 
or the women who were without a positive faith. At the 
bottom there was a theology, in which God and His Eternal 
Son and His redeeming work and His enlightening Spirit, 
speaking through His Word and in His Church, were the 
foundation stones, and upbuilded on this sure foundation a 
strenuous life of duty and of sacrifice. 

Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, it is bere that we see our 
calling. That calling is not to let go, but to hold fast !—to hold 
fast the Farra—and then, in the power of that Faith, to succor 
and lift up our fellow-men. It is no light nor easy task. 
May God give us the courage and the firmness for its dis- 
charge!

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CANONS. 


REVISED AND ADOPTED OCTOBER IsT, 1885. 


CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Sec. 1. Within one week before the meeting of every Con- 
vention of this Diocese, the Bishop, or, in case there be no 
Bishop, or of his inability or disability to act, then, the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese shall prepare, or cause to be 
prepared, a list of all the Ministers of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church canonically resident in this Diocese, annexing the 
names of their respective Cures, or Parishes, or Stations as 
Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other Semi- 
naries of learning, in which they are engaged ; or in regard to 
those who are not engaged in Parishes, Missions or Institutions 
of learning, as above, their places of residence only ; but no 
Clergymen, while suspended from the Ministry, shall have a 
place on the said list. And such list shall be laid before the 
Convention on the first day of meeting, and be prefixed to the 
Journal. In said lst, or one appended thereto, shall be de- 
clared the names of those clergy entitled to seats in the Con- 
vention under Article III. of the Constitution. This list or 
record shall be taken as presumptive evidence of the right of 
those only whose names shall appear thereon ; liable, however, 
to be rebutted by other evidence satisfactory to the Conven- 
tion. 

Section 2 is repealed. 


CANON IL. 


Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their 
Rights to Seats. 


Sec. 1. The right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to a seat 
in the Convention shall, if disputed or claimed, be determined 
167 
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according to the provision of the third Article of the Constitu- 
tion by the Convention itself; whether his name be inserted 
in the list aforesaid, or omitted. . 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a 
book to be provided by-him, and kept in accordance with the 
second Section of Canon XXX. of the General Convention of 
1832, being now Canon XIV., Section 1 [2], Title 1, all cer- 
tificates that shall be transmitted to him by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, of the settlement of any Minister, in any Church or 
congregation incorporated since April, 1813, or hereafter to be 
incorporated, under any law of the State of New York, other 
than the General Act for the Incorporation of Churches, passed 
April, 1818, and its amendments, which has been, or hereafter 
may be, admitted into union with the Church in this Diocese ; 
provided, that such certificate be such as is required in Canon 
XIV., Section 1, Title 1, of the “ Digest,” except that the same 
may be signed by the presiding and recording officers of the 
body electing the Minister; and provided further, that the 
Bishop shall have endorsed on such certificate, that he is satis- 
fied that such Minister is a qualified Minister of this Church. 
And in case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of 
any Clergymen who shall -have been elected to any Church or 
Parish in this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the 
evidence of settlement shall consist in the said record; or in 
the production to the Convention of the certificate required by 
this Section, to be recorded as aforesaid, together with a cer- 
tificate of the Bishop, or of the Standing Committee, of his 
or their being satisfied that the person so chosen is a qualitied 
Minister of this Church. 

Sec. 3. Every Minister who may be received into this 
Diocese shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his dis- 
ability or inability to act, from a majority of the Clerical 
Members of the Standing Committee, duly convened,.a cer- 
tificate that he has been received into this Diocese, in com- 
pliance with the Canon of the General Convention. And 
before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Convention, he shall 
transmit such certificate to the Secretary to be recorded in the 
book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of the 
contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister, 
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who may be received into this Diocese, the production of such 
record, or of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written 
acknowledgement of his receipt of the same, shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of regular admission, and the certificate, 
if not prevously recorded, shall thereupon be recorded by 
the Secretary in the said book. 
Sections 4, 5 and 6 (1) are unchanged. The first word of 

Section 6 (II.) is omitted and “ Lay Delegates,” substituted. 

Section II. is stricken out and the following Sections are 
numbered accordingly. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the 
Church in this Diocese, and Maintaining 
such Union. 


Section 1 is unchanged. 

Section 2 (I.) is changed so as to read as follows: ‘ No appli- 
cation for the admission of a Parish,” ete. 

Section 3. The word “hereafter” is omitted, and through- 
out the Section “Parish” is substituted for “Church” wher- 
ever it occurs. 

CANON XVI. 


Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Sec. 2. After the “Annual Convention of 1841” an asterisk 
is inserted, and the following foot note is added : 

“(a). Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent 
fund; the proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the 
‘direction of the Bishop, and three lay trustees to be elected by 
the Convention at each stated meeting. If the whole or any 
part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in any 
year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«xk * * (5). Another * * * source of income will be found, 
it is presumed, in annual contributions to be made by all the 
congregations in the Diocese, on some day previously notified. 

“With regard to the lmitations under which relief should 
be applied, your Committee are aware that much must be left 
to the discretion of the trustees. * * * In regard to these 
limitations, the Committee would suggest, 
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“1. That relief should be confined to those whose circum- 
stances are actually straitened, and who have been actively 
engaged in parochial or kindred labors during a large part of 
their ministerial lives. 

“2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the 
part of parishes the duty of making provision for the support 
of their pastor when too aged or infirm to continue his minis- 
try ; and should, therefore, be confined, in the case of parish 
clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through 
the Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provis- 
ion to an adequate extent. 

“3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near 
relatives in affluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory 
evidence that such relatives are unwilling to discharge the duty 
of providing for those of their own household. 

‘“4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference 
should be given, ceteris paribus, to those who have been 
longest employed within the Diocese in ministerial duty.”

EXTRACT FROM THE MARRIAGE LAWS OF THE 
STATE OF NEW YORK. 


CaP. 8, TITLE 1, ART. 1, REV. STATUTES. 


§ 8. For the purpose of being registered and authenticated 
according to the provisions of this title, marriages shall be 
solemnized only by the following persons: 


1. Ministers of the Gospel and Priests of every denomination. 
2. * * x 


4. ** xk * 

§ 9. When solemnized by a minister or priest, the ceremony 
of marriage shall be according to the forms and customs of the 
Church or Society to which he belongs. * * * * Jn every 
case, there shall be at least one witness besides the minister or ~ 
magistrate present at the ceremony. 

§ 10. It shall be the duty of every minister, priest or magis- 
trate required to solemnize a marriage, to ascertain 

1. The Christian and surnames of the parties; their respective 
places of residence; and that they are of sufficient age to be 
capable in law of contracting marriage. * 

2. The names and places of residence of two of the attesting 
witnesses, if more than one be present; and if not, the name 
and place of residence of such witness. He shall enter the 
facts so ascertained, and the day on which such marriage is 
solemnized. in a book to be kept by him for that purpose. 

§ 11. If either of the parties between whom the marriage is 
to be solemnized shall not be personally known to him, the 
minister or magistrate shall ascertain from the respective par- 
ties their right to contract marriage, and for that purpose he 
may examine the parties, or either of them, or any other per- 
son under oath, which he is hereby authorized to administer, 
which examination shall be reduced to writing and subscribed 
by the parties, and either of respective parties making a false 
statement under his oath shall be deemed guilty of willful and 
corrupt perjury, and shall be liable therefor.

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§12. Every minister or magistrate who shall solemnize a 
marriage, where either of the parties, within his knowledge 
shall be under the age of legal consent, or an idiot or a lunatic, * 
or to which, within hisknowledge, any legal impediment exists, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
or imprisonment, or both, in the discretion of the court by 
which he shall be tried. 

§ 13. Whenever a marriage shall have been solemnized within 
this State, pursuant to this title, the minister or magistrate by 
whom the marriage was solemnized, shall furnish on request, 
to either party, a certificate thereof, specifying 

1. The name and place of residence of the parties married, 
and that they were known to such minister or magistrate, or 
were satisfactorily proved, by the oath of the parties themselves 
or a person known to him, that they were the persons described 
in such certificate, and that they were of sufficient age to con- 
tract marriage. 

2. The name and place of residence of the attesting witness 
or witnesses; and 

3. The time and place of such marriage. 

The certificate shall also state that after due inquiry made, 
there appeared no lawful impediment to such marriage; and it 
shall be signed by the person making it. 

§19. Exempts Quakers and Jews from the provisions of the 
article, and then proceeds as follows: 

“Nor shall the provisions of this article be construed to 
require the parties to any marriage, or any minister or magis- 
trate to solemnize the same in the manner herein prescribed, 
but all lawful marriages contraced in the manner heretofore in 
use in this State shall be as valid as if this article had not 
been passed. ” 

L. of ’53, cap. 75. 

§1. It shall be the duty of clergymen * * * to keep a 
registry of the marriages celebrated by them, which shall con- 
tain, as near as the same can be ascertained, the name and sur- 
name of the parties married, the residence, age and condition 
of each, whether single or widowed, etc. * * * 

§5. Allows the clergyman to demand a fee of one dollar to 
pay expense of recording the marriage. 
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The following communication was written some time before 
the meeting of the Convention, to be laid before that body as 
soon as convenient after the opening of its session. It was 
submitted to me but did not receive my acquiescence. I think 
it due, therefore, to the writer, that it should have a place in 


an appendix to the Journal.

The earnest prayers of many people are offered daily that God would 
lead those who have the means to cancel the indebtedness of St. Ann’s, and thus enable 
it to do its work more effectively. ‘The Endowment Society of St. Ann’s Church for 
Deaf Mutes” was incorporated in 18838, to hold a fund of which the interest should be 
handed over to the Vestry for the current expenses of the Parish. The Fund has 
reached $30,000. As it increases, the important work undertaken by this Parish will, 
with God’s blessing, influence larger numbers of the scattered people of this great city 
and bring them into the fold of the Good Shepherd.

I was appointed this summer to the charge of the Church of the Holy Communion, 
Lake Mahopac, opening the Church on the first Sunday in June and closing it with a 
final service on the last Sunday in September.’ This Church, erected in 1884, as a me- 
morial to Ernest Vabin, deceased, provides chiefly for the summer visitors at the 
Lake. In the height of summer it is filled to overflowing. The Church people resident 
in the neighborhood are so few that there is little call for the continuance of services 
after the summer hotels are closed. 

My charge has extended to and included Trinity Church, Kent Cliffs, seven miles from 
Mahopac, where I have regularly sustained aservice on Sunday afternoons, excepting 
the first Sunday in the month, when I have given them an early celebration of the 
Holy Communion, returning to Mahopac at half past ten. 

At Mahopac, my regular services have been held on Sunday mornings, with the Holy 
Communion twice a month (once, an early celebration), and achildren’s service on the 
afternoon of the day on which I celebrated early communion at Kent Cliffs. 

The Parish at Kent Cliffs is a Mission, needing diligent ministrations and careful 
teaching. The Church is but a handful in numbers, established among a scattered, 
poor and ignorant people. It promises, I think, to the patient missionary a good 
return, but such an unobtrusive return as may come from a slow removal of prejudices 
and a gradual Christian education and training. The statistics of the Parish will make 
no show. Its support must come wholly from without, U. T. Tracy.

Christmas Day last was the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of the opening of Trinity Church 
for services, and the Rector preached a Commemorative Sermon, detailing the various 
steps which led up to the occupation of the edifice, and then describing the gradual 
progress of the building itself to its present furnished condition.
